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Vital diversity 

The current debate 
regarding the future set- 
tlement of refugees in the 
city of Manchester has pro- 
voked strong reactions in 
our community, which, as 
I understand it, are due pri- 
marily to economic issues. Since coming to 
Manchester in the mid-1980s, I have learned of 
the area’s rich history of immigrants who came 
here to better their lives, building our great 
community into what we have today. As one 
whose parents were themselves immigrants, I 
am hopeful that the current debate will lead to a 
positive resolution of the issues. 

As you know, many individuals enter the 
United States through the U.S. State Depart- 
ment Immigration and Naturalization program 
each year. Manchester has been fortunate to be 
a destination of choice for many of these immi- 
grants, over many generations. Having become 
acquainted with many recent immigrants from 
Nepal, my wife and I can personally attest to the 
richness their friendship has added to our lives. 
Their goals and values are no different than 
those of people who were bom and brought up 
in this country. Our new friends have jobs in the 
community, many are attending college, and 
they are focused on ensuring that their children 
receive a good education. 

In addition to the immigrant community, 
Manchester has traditionally been a welcom- 
ing environment for refugees, people resettled 
through United Nations intervention to escape 
persecution, war, famine and other human 
tragedies. We are familiar with the displaced 
individuals from Bosnia and Serbia, as well 
as from Rwanda and the Sudan, who settled in 
our community several years ago. Recently we 
have seen the arrival of Bhutanese and Somali 
refugees. They are all survivors, looking for an 
opportunity to rebuild their lives. 

A recent awards dinner in Boston for the 
International Institute of New England (IINE) 
reinforced my thoughts about why we should 
support refugee settlement. IINE is an agen- 
cy that welcomes refugees and supports them 
as they settle in communities, assisting with 
their basic needs including housing, Eng- 
lish language instmction, job-readiness and 
employment placement. Deborah Dunsire, 
M.D., a native of Zimbabwe and South Africa, 
received the IINE Golden Door Award, attest- 
ing to her contribution to American society 
through a life of reputation, accomplishment 
and character. Today she is president and CEO 
of Millennium, a world-leading pharmaceutical 
company focused on discovering and develop- 
ing medicines for cancer care. Her thoughtful 
and heartfelt remarks were testimony to a 
welcoming America that leads the global com- 
munity with people from every nation who 
have chosen to become Americans. Listening 
to her remarks, I could not help reflecting on 
our local situation. 

I suggest we need to reassess our commit- 
ment to expanding our cultural diversity, and 
recognize that diversity is exactly what made 
Manchester the community it is today. Once we 
decide who we are as a community, I suspect 
the economic issues will be resolved.

News in Brief 

• Lynch requests federal disaster aid 
to include debris removal: Gov. John 
Lynch asked President Baraek Obama for 
a presidential declaration that would make 
New Hampshire eligible for federal disas- 
ter aid to help eover the eosts resulting 
from the historie and devastating Oeto- 
ber snowstorm. The storm dropped snow, 
in some eases more than two feet of snow, 
throughout the region, downing trees and 
subsequently power lines, leaving thou- 
sands of people without power. “Because 
this storm oeeurred at the end of Oeto- 
ber, most trees were still covered with 
leaves,” Lynch wrote in his request. “The 
reeord snowfall amounts, combined with 
high winds with gusts to 35 miles per 
hour, caused very significant tree damage 
and produeed the seeond-largest number 
of utility eustomer power outages in New 
Hampshire history.” The request is for dam- 
age to public infrastructure in Hillsborough 
and Roekingham eounties. Loeal eommuni- 
ties, the state and FEMA assessment teams 
estimated damage to publie infrastrueture in 
those two eounties to be nearly $3 million, 
aeeording to a press release from Lyneh’s 
office. At the height of the storm, more 
than 40 state roads and more than 250 loeal 
roads were closed or severely restrieted due 
to downed power lines and debris. Some 
122 elementary and seeondary sehools were 
elosed statewide, many for several days. A 
total of 12 shelters and six warming stations 
were opened during the storm, the release 
said. The storm also knoeked out pow- 
er to about 300,000 utility customers, with 
many eustomers losing power for as much 
as a week. The region had suffered a blow 
from Tropical Storm Irene less than 60 days 
earlier. If the request is granted, the feder- 
al aid would help eover eosts eommunities 
ineurred while responding to the storm, and 
removal of debris in the storm’s aftermath. 
FEMA previously granted a limited deela- 
ration for the state, which would cover just 
the eost of water, food and other materials, 
sueh as generators supplied directly by fed- 
eral ageneies. It did not inelude aid to help 
cover the eost of the response to the storm, 
ineluding snow and debris removal, the 
release said. 

• Massachusetts now allows casino 
gambling; NH reps eager to do the same: 

To the ehagrin of expanded gambling pro- 
ponents in New Hampshire, Massaehusetts 
got the jump on them. Massaehusetts Gov. 
Deval Patrick signed casino gambling legis- 
lation into law in Massachusetts last month. 
“Now that casino gambling is legal in Mas- 
sachusetts, our eompetitive advantage with 
Massaehusetts is threatened,” said state 
Sen. Chuek Morse, R-Salem, in a state- 
ment. “New Hampshire should not, and 
will not stand by and let this happen. We 
have a tremendous eeonomic opportunity 
here that we simply eannot allow to just slip 
away.” Gov. John Lyneh, citing regulato- 
ry eoneerns, said last month he would veto 
expanded gambling legislation if it ever 
got to his desk. New Hampshire lawmakers 
will deliberate on a bill allowing two casi- 


nos in the state in January. “If passed, this 
legislation will also ensure that a signif- 
ieant pereentage of the millions of dollars 
New Hampshire residents currently spend 
out of state on gambling will remain here,” 
Morse said. Proponents say expanded gam- 
bling will ereate jobs and will ereate new 
revenue for the state, while opponents say 
revenue estimates are out of whaek and that 
expanded gambling could harm the state’s 
quality of life. 

• Manchester student wins Rhodes 
Scholarship: Photojournalist Emma LeB- 
lanc of Manchester was recently awarded 
a 2012 Rhodes Scholarship. LeBlanc grad- 
uated from The Derryfield School in 2005 
and traveled for a year in Europe and Africa 
before enrolling at Brown University. The 
prestigious Rhodes Scholarships provide all 
expenses for as much as four years of study 
at the University of Oxford in England, to 
about 80 scholars worldwide each year. 
LeBlanc, according to a Derryfield School 
press release, co-founded the Besease 
Scholarship Project to fund the education of 
children from villages in the Central Region 
of Ghana. LeBlanc was first exposed to 
photojournalism while she volunteered at 
an asylum near Demascus, Syria. Since 
then, she has split her time between Syr- 
ia and New England. She graduated from 
Brown University in June. She co-found- 
ed Makoto Photographic Agency, which is 
a group of photojournalists who distinguish 
themselves by their long-term commitment 
to the countries they cover and the context 
in whey they present their work, the release 
said. Her photography has been featured in 
GQ, Le Monde, and The National. LeBlanc 
is also pursuing a master of fine arts degree 
in fiction at Southern New Hampshire Uni- 
versity and is currently writing a novel. She 
plans to pursue a doctorate in social and 
cultural anthropology at Oxford. 

• Neverett will manage the Silver 
Knights: B.J. Neverett was recently named 
manager of the Nashua Silver Knights, a 
college summer league team that debuted 
this past summer and won the league’s 
championship. Neverett had been the Sil- 
ver Knights assistant coach this past season 
in the 2011 Futures Collegiate Baseball 
League Championship season, playing at 
Nashua’s Holman Stadium. Neverett replac- 
es Mike Chambers, who had to step down 
due to work obligations at Franklin Pierce 
University. Neverett has already begun 
piecing together the 2012 team, re-signing 
six players from last year’s team, including 
2011 league leader in batting average and 
Merrimack native Logan Gillis. Gillis hit 
.376 last season. 

• UL endorses Gingrich: In a bit of a 
surprise, the New Hampshire Union Lead- 
er endorsed former Speaker of the House 
Newt Gingrich in his bid for the Repub- 
lican nomination for president. Gingrich 
has surged recently in polls. The paper had 
hinted that it would not endorse frontrunner 
Mitt Romney, but its endorsing Gingrich 
caught some off guard. Romney still holds 
a big lead in New Hampshire, but in recent 
polls Gingrich has risen to second. To get 
the state’s largest newspaper’s endorse- 


ment is a big deal, of course, but the Union 
Leader’s pick for the GOP hasn’t won the 
nomination since the paper picked Ronald 
Reagan in 1980. 

• Sen. White declines to run again: 

After one term in office. Republican Sen. 
Ray White has reportedly said he will not 
seek reelection to the Senate. According to 
reports. White, who is one of 10 Republi- 
cans serving their first term in the state 
Senate, made the decision not to run for per- 
sonal and business reasons. White served 
as vice-chairman of the Commerce Com- 
mittee and was a member of the Executive 
Departments and Administration Commit- 
tee. White represents Bedford, Merrimack, 
New Boston, Lyndeborough, Mont Vernon 
and Greenfield. White defeated Bob Jones 
for the District 9 Senate seat in 2010. 

• Medical prevention programs open 
in Derry and Londonderry: The Der- 
ry Medical Center and Londonderry 
Family Practice have opened a new set of

NH still has Democrats, too 

Party denounces Romney ad, keeps eye on GOP

In a new television ad by Mitt Rom- 
ney’s campaign. President Barack Obama 
is shown talking to a New Hampshire audi- 
ence saying, ‘Tf we keep talking about the 
economy, we’re going to lose.” 

The problem is that Obama said those 
words in 2008 and was quoting then-presi- 
dential opponent John McCain’s campaign. 
Because it appears to be out of context, the 
Romney campaign, which hasn’t backed 
down on the ad, has taken some heat. 

The state Democratic party is ready and 
willing to hit back when it sees a discrep- 
ancy. And it did so with a letter signed by 
more than 30 state Democratic lawmakers 
denouncing Romney’s ad. 

Maybe you missed it in the midst of all 
the Republican presidential candidates’ 
visits to the state, as well as all of the head- 
lines coming out of the GOP-led House and 
Senate in New Hampshire, but the Dem- 
ocratic movement is alive and well in the 
Granite State. 

And Democratic officials are happy to 
point out the contrast between Democrats 
and GOP candidates and officials. Demo- 
cratic efforts seem to have ramped up in 
recent weeks as the New Hampshire prima- 
ry season nears the home stretch. 

“I think there’s more stuff happening in 
general for the primary, with Republicans 
crisscrossing the state,” said Holly Shul- 
man, communications director for the state 
Democratic party. “And we’ve seen them 
take more positions, each of them, and so 
I think part of it is just continuing to hold 
them accountable and finding out where 
they stand.” 

Jon Huntsman, usually seen as the most 
moderate of the GOP candidates, was 
quoted as referring to the Environmental 
Protection Agency’s “regulatory reign of 
terror.” Ron Paul talked about eliminating 
FEMA around the time of Hurricane Irene. 
Those are the types of things the state Dem- 
ocratic party is going to be all over, making 
the case that commentary like that doesn’t 
represent the view of the majority of the 
state. 

On the presidential front. Democratic 
officials are saying the candidates are pro- 
posing plans and agendas that might work 
for corporations but not for middle-class 
Granite State families. 

“I think Republicans are so focused on 


ending Medicare as 
we know it, on oppos- 
ing pay roll tax cuts... 
they’ve made their 
message clear, and we 
can draw a large con- 
trast with that, and 
that’s what we’re trying 
to do,” Shulman said. 
And while it’s Mitt 
Romney who is sitting atop the polls in 
New Hampshire, Democrats aren’t saving 
their wrath just for him. 

“We think all of the candidates are seri- 
ous candidates,” Shulman said. “We’re 
working to hold them all accountable.” 

Hitting the extremes and the 
flip-floppers 

For Democrats, naturally, the name of the 
game is pointing out extremism and incon- 
sistency when the GOP demonstrates it. 
That’s not to say the Republican party isn’t 
ready to do the same thing, but there are, 
numbers-wise in office, fewer Democrats 
for the GOP to pay attention to. 

“Some of them are taking multiple posi- 
tions on issues,” Shulman said. “That’s what 
we’re really looking at. We have a frontrun- 
ner Republican candidate who can’t decide 
if he’s pro-choice or anti-choice, pro-gay 
rights or anti-gay rights. The only thing that 
is clear is that he is inconsistent on almost 
every issue.” (In case you missed it, she’s 
referring to Romney, who has historically 
garnered the flip-flopper label.) 

The extremism argument is going to be a 
key one in New Hampshire. The state par- 
ty, and soon Democratic candidates, will 
be beating that drum. They have to, par- 
ticularly with the GOP holding such large 
majorities in the legislature. Democrats, if 
they want to be successful, have to make 
the case that Republican leadership has 
been extreme. 

“They’ve already taken positions,” Shul- 
man said. “All we’re doing is telling people 
about them. ... We know what we stand 
for.” 

Shulman sees the case for extrem- 
ism being made in the positions taken by 
Republicans in the legislature and Republi- 
can presidential candidates. 

“We have seen Republicans in the State- 
house make college more expensive, while 
making cigarettes less expensive,” Shulman 
said. “This is a case of mixed up priorities

A visit from the President 

New Hampshire’s importance to Pres- 
ident Barack Obama’s reelection hopes 
is unclear. His approval ratings here are 
particularly low. Of course, he won New 
Hampshire in 2008, so he obviously has 
support here. The question is whether or 
not he can get that base excited again. 

“We were very excited to have the pres- 
ident in the state,” Shulman said. “He was 
campaigning for the American Jobs Act. 
That’s also an important contrast between 
Democrats and Republicans. He came here 
saying this is what we need to do to give tax 
relief to 30,000 New Hampshire small busi- 
nesses. What is Kelly Ayotte, Frank Guinta, 
Charlie Bass, what are they thinking on this 
issue and why are they waiting? I think that 
is an important message and an important 
difference between Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats in this state.” 

The president’s visit could also re-ener- 
gize Democrats in New Hampshire. It’s 
been a tough few years following the 2008 
election. Democrats have taken lots of hits. 
There hasn’t necessarily been a distinct and 
consistent rallying cry from Democrats. 
For one. Gov. John Lynch, a Democrat, is 
not really a lead-the-party type of Demo- 
crat. He’s seen as particularly moderate and 
just isn’t comfortable beating the party line 
drum. He tries to remove partisanship as 
much as possible from his decision-making. 

Perhaps Obama’s presence served as a 
point where Democrats can begin tapping 
into the support they had in 2006 and 2008, 
getting people excited about Obama and 
Democrats in general again. 

Shulman expects, not surprisingly, that 
voters are going to be paying close atten- 
tion to what candidates are saying about 
creating jobs and improving the economy. 
The state Democratic party will be looking 
at whether candidates are taking consistent 
positions that match up with what works for 
working families. 

And when Republican candidates don’t 
take those positions, the state Democratic 
party will be ready to highlight that. 
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Obama visits Central High 

Pushes payroll tax cuts, contrasts with opponents

Pundits always ask Republican 
voters to close their eyes and imag- 
ine which candidate they could see 
as president of the United States. 

Barack Obama is the president and 
so when he arrived in New Hamp- 
shire last week, it was imagination 
come to life for all potential voters 
and it showed why it can be diffi- 
cult to unseat a current president.

screaming, parents crying, a 
marching band playing “Hail to the Chief.” 
When the president visits, he does so in 
style and it brought into contrast the big 
difference between being a candidate for 
president and being the president. Rick Per- 
ry, governor of the one of the largest states 
in the country, doesn’t shut down highways 
when he holds a Town Hall. The president 
of the United States, regardless of who the 
individual is, holds one of the most impor- 
tant positions in the world. That power is 
awe-inspiring and can be a heck of a cam- 
paign tool. 

President Obama, on a tour promoting 
his job creation bill, visited Manchester 
Central High School on Tuesday, Nov. 22. 
Republican candidates campaigning in New 
Hampshire have pretty much had the run 
of the place thus far, without anyone real- 
ly pushing back on them, at least while they 
visit. 

Although his trip to Manchester wasn’t 
an official campaign visit, Obama spent 
time explaining the differences between 
himself and “the other side.” 

Obama, speaking to a packed house 
inside Central High School’s Carl P. Simon 
Gymnasium, drummed up support for a 
payroll tax cut, which will be voted on by 
lawmakers after the Thanksgiving holiday. 
Obama told GOP lawmakers to fulfill their 
pledge of not raising taxes and to vote for 
the cut, which would save $1,000 in taxes 
on the average American family, according 
to the president. 

“Next week, they’ll get a simple vote,” 
Obama said. “No, your taxes go up. Yes, 
you get a tax cut. Which way do you think 
Congress should vote?” 

The crowd cheered yes. Obama said GOP 
lawmakers have previously voted the bill 
down. Obama said the tax cuts would not 
add to the budget as he intended to offset 
them with tax increases on the wealthiest 
Americans, many of whom, he said, have 
asked to carry more of their share. 

“The next time you hear one of these folks 
from the other side . . . talking about raising 
your taxes, you just remind them that ever 
since I’ve got into office. I’ve lowered your 
taxes, haven’t raised them,” Obama said. 
“That’s worth reminding them.” 

Naturally, Republicans pushed back on 
Obama’s statements, saying his policies 
have failed and the economy is worse off 


now than it was when his term began. 

Obama said he wanted the crowd to reach 
out to their own lawmakers (Senator Jeanne 
Shaheen was in attendance) and remind 
them that America should be a place where 
everyone can work hard and get ahead, not 
just the upper class. 

• Obama’s remarks at Central High 
School were interrupted early on by Occupy 
protesters who started a brief chant before 
being drowned out by a chorus of “Obama! 
Obama! Obama!” 

• Security for Obama’s event was intense. 
Police officers were on the roof of the 
high school, an Army bomb-sniffing dog 
searched the surrounding grounds and a 
blue van was towed away. But the event 
went off without incident. 

• Central High School Principal Ron- 
ald Mailhot said candidate Obama had 
come to Central in 2008 but his visit was 
cut short due to inclement weather. At the 
time, Obama said he would return. He made 
good on his promise. 

• Mitt Romney has a new ad show- 
ing President Barack Obama saying, “If 
we keep talking about the economy, we’re 
going to lose.” Obama said those words 
during the 2008 campaign and was quoting 
John McCain, his opponent. Romney’s ad 
has drawn fire from Democrats, but as of 
last week the Romney campaign has stood 
behind the ad. 

• A recent poll by WMUR and the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire Survey Center 
has former House speaker Newt Gingrich 
in second place in New Hampshire to Mitt 
Romney. But it’s not close, according to 
the poll. Romney garnered 42 percent 
of the vote, while Gingrich has 15 per- 
cent and appears to be picking up steam. 
For Romney’s part, 42 percent is his high- 
est percentage of the vote thus far in New 
Hampshire. Texas Congressman Ron Paul 
garnered 12 percent and former Utah gover- 
nor and ambassador to China Jon Huntsman 
had 8 percent. 

• Jon Huntsman arrived in New Hamp- 
shire Saturday, Nov. 26, and is scheduled to 
continue campaigning here through Thurs- 
day, Dec. 1. He visited the Upper Valley 
and the North Country last weekend, and 
was expected to make stops in Merrimack, 
Nashua and Concord earlier this week.

One million free throws 

Dave Cummings shoots hoops to help veterans 


It took two years, beginning on Veterans Day 2009, but 
Epsom resident Dave Cummings made his millionth free 
throw on Veterans Day this year. Cummings, a father 
of three, began his free throw shooting quest to raise 
awareness and funds for the Intrepid Fallen Heroes 
Fund, which serves critically injured veterans (www. 
hoopsforheroes.com). Cummings is still accepting donations. 
He said two years ago that free throw shooting is one of his 
few real skills, and figured he was making about 90 percent 
of his shots. On average he made 1,370 free throws every 
day for the past two years. 


What are your thoughts looking 
^ back on the last two years ... ? 

My thoughts are that I’m 
happy that we were able to ... put together this 
eolleetive thank-you and Fm happy I was sue- 
eessful in terms of my shooting goals. I feel as 
though there is just more to be done with it. It’s 
something I didn’t neeessarily antieipate feel- 
ing. But with a few days to refleet, that’s the 
direetion that I’m going in. There’s more to be 
done with this projeet, not neeessarily around 
me shooting free throws, but around a eontin- 
ued expression of gratitude and fundraising. 


How did you decide on this particular cause? 

I deeided on this eause after learning about 
the Intrepid Fallen Heroes Fund and its mission 
of serving wounded veterans in this eountry. . . . 
I was gaining an appreeiation of how enormous 
an issue it is. And when I say that, I mean the 
amount of serviees that are neeessary, and the 
amount of attention, it is bottomless.

Did you ever have any doubts that you W 
finish? 

I never had any doubts that I would finish. 
There was never a particular day or moment 
where I thought this is too much. ... I, along 
with my family, kept it in the perspective of 
what real sacrifice is. In the context of real sac- 
rifice, shooting baskets a couple hours a day 
didn’t seem like too much of a burden. 

How many free throws were you shooting 
per day? 

1,370 per day, that’s just the math for two 
years for a million made foul shots. It was a 
range. It wasn’t 1,370 every day. The most I 
made in one day was 21,000. That was in hon- 
or of a soldier fi-om Waterville Valley who was 
killed. It would have been his 21st birthday. 
I was with his family in Waterville Valley. I 
began at midnight and I made 21,000. It was in 
memory of Marc Decoteau. 

Did you ever skip a day? 

Nope. I shot every day. 

How did your fingers hold up? 

My fingers held up just fine. ... when I was 
first doing the shooting I had a single rebound- 
er and a single ball. The single rebounder 
would fire a chest pass back to me, so for the 
first couple months my fingers took a little bit 


Did you do anything particularly special 
when you finished up? 

It was at the Basketball Hall of Fame. The 
organizers there ... put together a real nice vet- 
erans-oriented program. I made my final 1,000 
shots there. We had a nice crowd. And they 
really made it about veterans. Had some speak- 
ers, all who had various ties to veterans and the 
military. ... The Decoteau family rebounded 
for the final 100. 

How did things go in terms of the fundrais- 
ing component? 

It will end up being about $75,000 once the 
Hall of Fame makes its final donation Ifom 
the ticket sales that day. In terms of the overall 
goal, it fell short. [Cummings had initially been 
shooting to raise $1 per made free throw.] But 
in terms of the number of individual contribu- 
tions, they were ranging anywhere fi*om pocket 
change to $5 to $25 to a $2,500 donation. It was 
very satisfying to see. We probably had about 
1,500 individual contributions, which in every 
case represents a piece of this collective thank- 
you that we were trying to put together. 

Your family, what do they think about hav- 
ing you back after this? 

... it’s difficult to answer that. ... To one extent, 
they’re happy to have the extra time back. But to 
another, it was never really thought of by them as 
a sacrifice. Again, considering the context. 

Sounds like this will be a lifelong thing for 
you to some extent So whafs next? 

I’d rather not speak specifically about what 
I’m planning to do because it’s evolving. But 
I definitely have a Phase Two in mind that will 
have sort of a broader reach. I think that’s the 
best way to describe it. — JeffMucciarone

Central Cruises to Fourth State Football Title 

The Red Sox had just ended the 86 year curse by sweeping the Cardinals a few weeks earlier, and the Pats were in the midst of a record 
22 game winning streak and on their way to a second straight Super Bowl so sports folk in town were playing with house money. But the 
real dynasty of the day was on the job as Manchester Central had just reached its sixth straight state title game and was looking for a fourth 
straight state championship. The offense was led by Sloan Russert, who finished the year with 1,917 rushing yards on just 158 carries 
and an astonishing 28 TD’s. On defense, the leader was soon to be Maryland Terrapin linebacker David Philistin, who ran for over 1,700 
yards the previous year with the injured Russert on the sideline. They got to the Final by whipping Salem 42-14 in the semi-finals behind 
Russert’s 4 TD’s and 245 rushing yards. Trying to derail the Central express before some 3,000 fans in the battle at Gill Stadium was 8-2 
Pinkerton. But it was more of the same for the Green as they ran out to a 28-3 halftime lead and cruised home a 48-17 winner. Russert led 
the way again with another 4 TD day while running for a buck 99 on 22 carries and Philistin got the other two TDs on runs of 7 and 36 
yards. It made them just the fifth team to ever win 4 straight state football titles and it turned out to be coach Jim Schubert’s final game 
in what assuredly was another great event for Manchester.

Best 
line to a reporter questioning his strate- 
gy was “What Little League team do you 
coach?” With stints in Toronto, Boston and 
Houston, spent 12 years in the majors as a 
manager; curiously his only first-place fin- 
ish came with the Blue Jays the year he was 
fired. Ended badly in Boston, final days 
resembling those of Archibald Cox lead- 
ing to the Saturday Massacre. Overall had 
a 414-352 record.

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A look at the latest ideas for state education funding

The debate about the state’s role in edueation funding real- 
ly eomes down to one question: Should the state distribute 
funding for every student regardless of what individual dis- 
triets spend on edueation, or should the state be targeting aid 
to finaneially strapped distriets? 

It’s a question that has been part of the debate sinee before 
the Claremont deeision and one that lawmakers and the publie 
might need to eome up with an answer to in the next year or so. 

Last month, Gov. John Lyneh introdueed language for a 
eonstitutional amendment to give the legislature more eontrol 
over edueation funding, while maintaining judieial review. 

Sinee a 1997 state Supreme Court deeision, the state has been 
required to distribute edueation adequaey funding for every stu- 
dent in New Hampshire — $3,450 per student. Some distriets ean 
obtain more state funding through a number of ehannels, sueh as 
speeial edueation eosts, building aid and free and redueed sehool 
luneh programs, but the state must spend $3,450 on every student 
as a base, regardless of how mueh distriets spend outside of that. 

The proposal wasn’t neeessarily met with open arms, partie- 
ularly in the legislature, whose leaders were miffed that Lyneh, 
after many talks with them on the subjeet, negleeted to tell them 
about his proposal and never made known to them language he 
would support. 

And so the ean of worms that is edueation funding and adequa- 
ey in New Hampshire is wide open yet again. 

“The adequaey wars have been going on for almost three 
deeades,” said Nathan Greenberg, superintendent of Londonder- 
ry sehools. 

There have been more than 80 attempts to introduee a eonstitu- 
tional amendment for edueation funding following the landmark 
Claremont lawsuit deeision in 1997, whieh affirmed the ini- 
tial deeision of the state Supreme Court of 1992. That deeision 
required the state to figure out the eost of an adequate edueation 


and then to fund an adequate edueation for every pupil. 

New Hampshire is not alone. Many states have had litigation 
and eontroversy surrounding states’ roles in edueation funding. 
Massaehusetts worked through edueation funding lawsuits, as did 
Vermont. It is a national issue. Still, New Hampshire is the only 
state that has a requirement that the state pay the entire eost of an 
adequate edueation to every eommunity. 

Lyneh was hoping his proposal would be eonsidered in the 
legislative session beginning in January. It doesn’t look like he’s 
going to get his wish. 

This issue is one that politieians of all stripes periodieal- 
ly attempt to taekle. The state House of Representatives and 
the state Senate passed their own separate versions of eon- 
stitutional amendments this year. House Speaker William 
O’Brien, R-Mont Vernon, naturally wants the House version, 
his version, to be the one that moves forward. O’Brien taeked 
Lyneh ’s edueation funding language on to an amendment, 
sponsored it to get it before the legislature, and was hoping, 
urging and expeeting the House to vote it down earlier this 
week on Wednesday, Nov. 30. 

So perhaps Lyneh’s proposal is out of the mix, and maybe so 
is the Senate’s, but with Republiean supermajorities in the House 
and Senate, there stands a real ehanee that O’Brien’s amendment 
eould be passed and then put before voters in 2012. 

“Well, I think there’s a eommitted supermajority to finding a 
solution, and that’s been demonstrated...,” O’Brien said, noting 
that there’s more traetion this time than in the previous 80-plus 
attempts to pass an edueation funding amendment in the House. 
“So we made progress in this area. We want to make sure the prog- 
ress we made is not lost by the eonfusion of the other proposals, 
whieh will probably not get a majority, let alone a supermajority.” 

Lyneh has always said he wanted to address the issue of fund- 
ing an adequate edueation. Lyneh doesn’t have mueh politieal 


eapital to play with now that he’s a lame duek governor. Still, 
it had appeared that he and the legislature had some eommon 
ground on whieh to taekle this issue. 

“It is my strongly held belief that the state has a responsibility 
to ensure that every ehild in New Hampshire has the opportu- 
nity for a quality edueation,” Lyneh said in a statement. “But to 
aeeomplish that goal, we need an amendment that allows the state 
to target aid to eommunities with the greatest needs, and that is 
what this amendment will do.” 

“He has an amendment that he believes aeeomplishes the goals 
he has artieulated the last eouple years, and he thinks this is the 
best way to ensure every ehild in New Hampshire has an equal 
opportunity for a quality edueation in New Hampshire,” said 
Lyneh’s spokesman, Colin Manning, last month. 

But O’Brien doesn’t think Lyneh went far enough in his lan- 
guage, partieularly with regard to the eourt system. He believes 
there is a role for the eourts in his proposal, but only to the extent 
that there is a rational ehoiee. The review the Court has now, 
“striet serutiny,” as it’s ealled, has the Court defining exaetly how 
the legislature handles the issue, he said. 

“Basieally, there is a ehoiee here,” O’Brien said. “One is to 
make sure we have eontrol over taxes and spending. ...” 

The New Hampshire Sehool Board Assoeiation, a nonprofit 
organization based in Coneord, is eoneemed about eaeh of the 
amendments, of whieh there are at least three varieties. For the 
Assoeiation, the bottom line is that they remove the authority of 
the judieial system to review what the legislature is doing, said 
Ted Comstoek, exeeutive direetor of the Assoeiation. 

“It’s is a major eoneem,” Comstoek said. “It really takes us 
baek to the pre-Claremont lawsuit days. We believe ehanging 
the eonstitution in any way, partieularly with edueation, is a very 
drastie move, and would not work in the interest of the ehildren 
of the state.” 
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Comstock wasn’t calling the current system a 
perfect one, but he said he thought the overall 
proeess ereated an “appropriate balanee.” 

“In short, the eonstitutional amendments 
being talked about ... we believe they shift the 
balanee too dramatieally to the legislature’s 
funetion...,” Comstoek said. 

At its eore, this debate over sehool funding 
eomes down to an ideologieal question (or at 
least it’s presented that way): do you think the 
state should spend the same education money 
on every student in the state, or do you think it 
should spend more on “needier” eommunities 
and less on “less needy” eommunities? 

As it is now 

As the state Supreme Court mled, the state 
must meet edueational adequaey requirements 
for every student in New Hampshire. The state 
distributed, as a base, $3,450 per student last 
year. 

In determining that adequate-edueation base 
for every two-year budget, the legislature eon- 
siders all legal residents who attend a sehool 
in their own district, are tuitioned by their res- 
ident distriet to a distriet-operated sehool in the 
state, or are tuitioned by the resident distriet to a 
non-publie sehool, sueh as a speeial edueation 
program. Charter sehool students, presehool 
students and home-sehooled students are not 
included, aecording to the state Department of 
Edueation website regarding Fiseal Year 2012 
figures. 

Distriets ean obtain more state funding 
through other ehannels, above adequacy aid. 
The state distributes $675 per student more for 
English Language Learners reeeiving English 
language instruetion, as well as $1,856 extra for 
a special education student, aceording to DOE. 

There are no legal restrictions preventing 
the legislature from approving more funding to 
eommunities it deems in need, but it must meet 
adequaey guidelines for every student first. 

In the two Claremont deeisions, the state 
Supreme Court mled that an adequate edueation 
is a “fundamental right in New Hampshire...,” 
aeeording to the Claremont Lawsuit Coalition, 
an organization that was founded in 1990 to 
address the unfairness of the state’s edueation 
funding system. 

“Laws that affect fundamental rights receive 
the highest level of judieial semtiny (ealled 
‘striet semtiny’) in order to proteet individuals 
from governmental efforts to infringe on these 
rights,” aeeording to the Coalition website. 

The Coalition contends that a eonstitutional 
amendment would take away or at least reduee 
the “striet semtiny” the eourt system eurrently 
has over edueation funding. 


Three words and how they 
change things 

Eaeh proposal is slightly different, but the 
implieations of the slight differenees eould be 
far-reaching. 

Lynch’s proposal does inelude a provision for 
judieial review, but it’s diffieult to tell what form 
that would take. Comstoek said it hasn’t been 
interpreted or explained in detail. Even limited 
judicial review would be mueh different than the 
judieial system’s eurrent role in the proeess and 
eould potentially make for a substantially easier 
standard for the legislature to meet — “perhaps 
a little too easy of a standard,” Comstoek said. 

The legislature had seheduled a publie hear- 
ing on Lyneh’s funding amendment last week, as 
well as a session on Wednesday, Nov. 30, when 
the House had been expected to vote on Lyneh’s 
proposal. Lynch did not appear at the publie 
hearing on Nov. 22, and it was unelear whether 
he’d attend the session on Nov. 30. 

The governor’s proposal eomes the elosest to 
enshrining the seeond Claremont lawsuit deei- 
sion in 1997. It reads that the legislature will 
have the authority and responsibility to define 
reasonable edueation and to fund it. The Sen- 
ate’s version reads that the legislature would 
have the authority, responsibility and diseretion 
to fund edueation. The House’s version gives 
the legislature the authority and full diseretion, 
O’Brien said. 

The wording is key. 

“The legislature shall have the authority and 
responsibility to define reasonable standards for 
elementary and seeondary publie education, to 
establish reasonable standards of aeeountability, 
and to mitigate local disparities in edueation- 
al opportunity and fiseal eapaeity. Further, in 
the exercise thereof, the legislature shall have 
full diseretion to determine the amount of, and 
methods of raising and distributing, state fund- 
ing for publie edueation,” aeeording to Lyneh’s 
proposed language. 

“The general eourt shall have the authority, 
responsibility, and diseretion to define reason- 
able standards for elementary and seeondary 
publie edueation, to establish reasonable stan- 
dards of aeeountability therefor, and to mitigate 
local disparities in edueational opportunity and 
fiseal eapaeity. Further, in the exereise there- 
of, the general eourt shall have full diseretion to 
determine the amount of, and methods of raising 
and distributing. State funding for edueation,” 
reads CACR14, the Senate version. 

“The general eourt shall have the author- 
ity and full diseretion to define reasonable 
standards for elementary and secondary pub- 


lic education, to establish reasonable standards 
of aeeountability therefor, and to mitigate loeal 
disparities in edueational opportunity and fis- 
eal capacity. Further, in the exereise thereof, the 
general eourt shall have full diseretion to deter- 
mine the amount of, and methods of raising and 
distributing. State funding for edueation,” reads 
CACR12, the House version. 

The differenees are subtle but present. 

“You ean see the three words at play here, 
‘authority,’ ‘responsibility’ and ‘diseretion’,” 
O’Brien said. 

The governor’s proposal gives the legislature 
authority and responsibility, the Senate version 
gives the legislature authority, responsibility 
and diseretion, while the House version gives 
the legislature authority and full diseretion. The 
word “discretion” is important. Without giving 
the legislature diseretion, it eould be easier for 
the eourts to get involved to review how the leg- 
islature is using its authority and how it’s living 
up to its responsibility. 

The House version goes the furthest in remov- 
ing the courts and in handing the keys, all the 
keys, to the legislature. Lyneh’s proposal gives 
more authority to the legislature but it still 
requires lawmakers to define what a reason- 
able edueation is and then to fund it. The Senate 
version gives lawmakers the authority and the 
responsibility to fund education, but it also 
hands out some discretion — it doesn’t require 
a definition of adequate education. The House 
version gives it all to the legislature. 

O’Brien said in Lyneh’s version, the eourt 
would still be able to step in to make sure the 
legislature is distributing money the “best” way. 

“What we’re trying to do is to get the eourts 
out of primary and seeondary edueation,” 
O’Brien said. 

The Coalition Communities, a group of 35 
New Hampshire communities working to ereate 
fairness in edueation funding and to eliminate 
donor towns and the statewide property tax, sup- 
ports the eoneept of a constitutional amendment. 
The Coalition has not speeifieally endorsed any 
of the three proposals, said Pat Remiek, of the 
Coalition. None of the proposals on the table 
now eliminate donor towns. 

“From our viewpoint, a eonstitutional amend- 
ment is important,” Remiek said. “It eould 
eliminate the statewide property tax. But that’s 
not a guarantee. It does seem to be a step toward 
that.” 

Opponents of the eurrent amendments fear 
that they eould give too much control to the leg- 
islature to fund edueation in a way that eould be 
overly dependent on the economy and budget- 
ary issues, making education a line item, and not 
an obligation in good and bad times. 

“Our major eoneem is that we don’t think it’s 


good publie poliey to rewind to where we were 
25 years ago, and that’s essentially what these 
proposals do,” Comstock said. 

A funding system in fiux 

The longstanding eontroversy over education 
funding has resulted in a constantly evolving 
state funding system. The funding system has 
ehanged essentially every budget eyele. That’s 
one of the eontroversies with the overall issue 
— that the adequaey funding formula is in a 
state of fiux. That leads to ineonsisteney at the 
local level, not only in amount of funding, but 
also in planning for how much funding is com- 
ing, Comstock said. 

“There still is a eoneem over what the total 
funding pieture will be,” Comstoek said. 

This time around, the legislature did fund 
“adequacy” at the same level as in the prior bien- 
nium, whieh was a help to sehool distriets. The 
problem for many is that there is no eonstitution- 
al obligation to eontinue to do so in the future if 
any of the amendments out there now are passed. 
The Supreme Court’s mling obligates the state 
to provide funding for an “adequate edueation” 
for every student in the state, even though offi- 
eials seem to agree that $3,450 is hardly the eost 
of an adequate edueation. 

Prior to Claremont’s lawsuit, the legisla- 
ture eould essentially assign sehool funding at 
any level it wished. Some years, the legisla- 
ture doled out an adequate amount of funding, 
but not always. The Claremont ease, as well as a 
series of other eases that eame along, eaused the 
state to ramp up how mueh money it was send- 
ing to sehool distriets. 

The Claremont lawsuit essentially determined 
that the legislature could not solely rely on 
distriets to fund edueation on their own. It deter- 
mined the state must provide some base amount. 
Prior to that edueation in New Hampshire had 
been, at its eore, a loeally funded system based 
on property taxes. Changes post-lawsuit were 
designed to make a more equitable state fund- 
ing system where towns are sending in money to 
the state, and getting a good portion of that baek 
for edueation. Every district receives something. 

There are still inequalities, of eourse, substan- 
tial inequalities. While the state spends $3,450 
per student as a base, how much individual com- 
munities spend per ehild varies dramatieally. 
Amherst spent $14,060 per student on average 
in the 2009-2010 school year. Manehester spent 
$9,459 per student on average the same school 
year. Franklin spent less than $9,000 per student 
on average that year. Those figures faetor in total 
expenditures per student, ineluding loeal, state 
and federal funding sourees. 

So should lawmakers be able to find a way 
to give wealthy eommunities, like Hollis, whieh 
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spent nearly $15,000 per student in the last 
sehool year, less per student while giving more 
to a needier eommunity? That is likely to be a 
eentral question to the whole debate. If a dis- 
triet ean meet the eost of an adequate edueation 
on its own, should it still reeeive $3,450 from 
the state? 

“My eoneem, based on the language I’ve 
seen, is that many, many eommunities eould 
wind up with signifieantly less support from 
the state, whieh will make it mueh more dif- 
fieult to raise funds loeally to maintain quality 
programs,” Greenberg said. 

There are perceptions and realities, in some 
cases, that certain funding systems could create 
winners and losers. There is a fear that, par- 
ticularly with the current legislative makeup, 
the current constitutional amendment options 
would allow the legislature to effectively get 
out of the state funding of education, leaving 
all, or very nearly all, of it up to each district to 
raise the money they need to fund education. 

Prior to the Claremont decision, the state 
adopted the Augenblick formula, which was 
designed to focus state money to the neediest 
districts. But officials said the legislature only 
funded education through the formula for a 
year or two and at insufficient levels. 
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An adequate education? 

As it stands now, every distriet in the state 
reeeives $3,450 per student eaeh year from the 
state. Most would say that $3,450 per pupil is 
insuffieient, and signifieantly less than the eost 
of a reasonable education. 

The current adequacy formula factors in 
ways needy districts can obtain addition- 
al funding. For example, districts with lots of 
students with free and reduced lunches or with 
many English Language Learners can receive 
more state funding for those programs. The 
state’s school building aid program also allows 
the legislature to target aid to communities 
performing school building projects. A com- 
plex set of indicators allows certain districts to 
obtain more funding, officials said. 

Lynch and other officials talk about wanting 
to target aid to the state’s neediest communities, 
and many talk about it with the implication that 
the current system doesn’t allow lawmakers to 
target those communities. Still, there is nothing 
in the state constitution that prevents the legis- 
lature from targeting aid to needy communities 
now — but lawmakers do need to meet the 
$3,450 per student per district rate first. Law- 
makers can always direct more money than 
that to needy communities. Of course, a lack 
of funding and political capital might not make 
that particularly possible. 

Opponents of an amendment worry that 
while the idea of targeting aid can sound good, 
it opens another can of worms with regard to 
how the legislature would determine which are 
the neediest communities. 

The current system isn’t necessarily broken, 
but many say there has never been enough reve- 
nue to distribute to communities in an effective 
way. That means the local property taxpayer is 
assuming more and more of the cost. 

Politics as the art of the 
possible 

Like or dislike the idea of a constitutional 
amendment, O’Brien certainly seems to have 
plenty of support in the House with a historic 
majority. He’s conscious of that. He appears to 
know it might be now or never. 

Amie Amesen, a Democratic-leaning polit- 
ical pundit, said the issue isn’t necessarily 
partisan but it is ideological. 


“If Gov. Lynch was a Republican, [Demo- 
crats] would be fighting Gov. Lynch,” Amesen 
said. “[Democrats] disagree with his deci- 
sion but Gov. Lynch is like the monkey in the 
middle.” 

In holding a public hearing last week, 
O’Brien wanted to give the governor’s lan- 
guage a full and fair hearing. But, admittedly, 
O’Brien said Lynch’s proposal didn’t stand to 
get much support in the House, and so O’Brien 
wanted to “break the log jam.” He wanted to 
get down to a single amendment, preferably his 
own, to work with. 

Lynch never presented Senate President 
Peter Bragdon or O’Brien any language he 
would agree to, though the three have talked a 
number of times this year about getting some- 
thing done, O’Brien said. 

As in all issues, politics are involved. 
O’Brien said not in a bad way, though. But pol- 
itics is the art of the possible, he said, and what 
is possible here is to work with the House’s 
education funding amendment. Sure, lawmak- 
ers could continue to deal with the governor’s 
language or the Senate’s version — that’s a fine 
intellectual discussion — but in reality it’s the 
House’s version that has the demonstrated sup- 
port of a supermajority, O’Brien said. 

“Fm not surprised [Lynch] has an amend- 
ment, but we don’t have a good sense of 
his game plan,” said political analyst Dean 
Spiliotes in November. 

O’Brien needs 239 votes to pass an amend- 
ment. He believes he has that in the House, but 
he knows he doesn’t have that many votes on 
the Senate version or Lynch’s language. He 
asked Lynch to get him some votes on Lynch’s 
language so it could be passed with bipartisan 
support, but Lynch told him he couldn’t get him 
any votes on it, O’Brien said. 

So let’s get Lynch’s version on the table, 
vote on it, or move on with a different version, 
O’Brien’s thinking goes. 

While O’Brien appears to be looking to 
get rid of Lynch’s proposal, Amesen said she 
figured Lynch’s proposal would stand the 
best chance of passing since it’s a little more 
moderate. 

The Coalition Communities is conscious 
of the politics as well. While it’s not endors- 
ing a specific proposal, Remick said it would 
seem, given how difficult it could be to pass 
a constitutional amendment, that the gover- 
nor’s proposal or perhaps the Senate version 
would stand the best chance of actually pass- 
ing at the ballot box. 

“Can you get the support you need to pass 
this in the state if you totally eliminate the 
courts?” Remick said. “We know that with 
the governor’s and the Senate’s versions, 
there still should be some court review, 
although it is the legislature’s responsibility 
to draft a funding system for them. It would 
seem to me that it would be a hard sell to 
communities on the currently-passed House 
version, which eliminates any court interven- 
tion. We don’t know what a future legislature 
would do. What if it passes a grievously 
harmful system where nobody gets any mon- 
ey, not even the poorer towns?” 

The buck stops where? 

For O’Brien the ideological aspect is key. 
To him, the country and the state operate as 
democracies, and courts calling all the shots 
with regard to a particular government depart- 
ment flies in the face of that. 

“Do we have a government democracy that 
we tmst and are we willing to put up with 
potential mistakes, or do we not tmst people at 
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the ballot box?” O’Brien said. 

But opponents of an amendment argue that 
edueation is a fundamental right and that it 
shouldn’t be infringed upon by the government 
regardless of the economie times, in the same 
way that people wouldn’t want the government 
to intrude on freedom of speech. 

‘They want to cloak it in terms like ‘choice’ 
and ‘local control,’ but really, it’s so the state 
doesn’t have to contribute a dime,” Amesen 
said. “But it’s supposed to make you feel good 
because you’ve got a choice to do nothing. 
Aren’t you lucky?” 

The Claremont decision fundamentally 
changed how the state defines and funds pri- 
mary and secondary education. Up until those 
decisions, education was a local responsibili- 
ty, with the legislature having the discretion to 
target aid to certain programs and to the need- 
iest areas, as it does in other areas, such as the 
Department of Health and Human Services or 
the Department of Corrections. 

O’Brien wants education treated like other 
state departments, and he doesn’t understand 
how it’s appropriate that the Court can remove 
lawmakers’ ability to use their judgment with 
regard to education while it is acceptable that 
the legislature use its judgment with all the 
other departments. He sees it as picking and 
choosing when you can have a democracy. 

“It’s both illogical and wrong,” O’Brien said. 
“We live in a democracy, not a judicial oligar- 
chy. If the issue is education funding, we elect 
representatives to make decisions. If they make 
bad decisions, than they should be un-elected. 
It’s called democracy.” 

People can argue whether the legislature 
funded education at appropriate levels prior to 
the Claremont decisions, O’Brien said. At the 
local level, city councilors or selectmen make 
decisions on whether there is enough money to 
repair sidewalks or to fund projects. If people 
don’t like their decisions, they vote them out, 
O’Brien said. He doesn’t see why it should be 
any different for education. 

Leaving an important issue, like education, 
to judges — that’s not what the country was 
ever about, O’Brien said. He’s not arguing the 
result is perfect all the time, but he is saying it is 


ideal — more so than having five judges have 
all the power, O’Brien said. 

Maybe so, but those against an amendment 
don’t see the legislature as having, historically, 
lived up to its end of the bargain. 

“The efforts by the legislature to remove 
the courts is kind of like taking one leg off a 
three-legged stool,” Greenberg said. “History 
has shown, every time the legislature has had 
significant leeway, there’s been a drop in edu- 
cation funding.” 

Education is more than just another depart- 
ment in state government. It’s an economic 
driver: good schools lead to good students, 
which leads to good companies locating here 
and hiring good workers who can live and grow 
right in the state — a not insignificant reality 
given the state of New Hampshire’s aging pop- 
ulation, Greenberg said. 

In the present context, the state constitution 
regards education as a right, Greenberg said. 
Londonderry was one of the key litigants in 
the last education funding lawsuit — so it’s not 
surprising that Greenberg has some thoughts on 
the controversy. 

“Basically what the court has been saying for 
years is that there is a sense that education real- 
ly should have legislative priority,” Greenberg 
said. “Nobody is saying the state should fund 
education fully, but they should be doing their 
fair share for every child in the state.” 

If the court checks are off, what’s to stop the 
legislature from underfunding education, even 
if it opts for a funding system that fairly and 
equitably distributes money? In other words, if 
all the power is with the legislature, opponents 
of a constitutional amendment say, no matter 
what the funding scheme for targeting aid ends 
up being, it will all be on the chopping block 
when the going gets tough. 

“If we look at education not only as a local 
entity but also as a state driver for econom- 
ic growth, then the state should play a fair role 
in funding the schools,” Greenberg said. “It 
should be in the state’s best interests to attract 
business and to improve economic interest, to 
allow young people in this state to be contrib- 
utors here, rather than fleeing to go to others.” 

But O’Brien says New Hampshire, pre- and 
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post-Claremont, has historically had a strong 
education system. It’s been a local effort, where 
parents and teachers talked about and decided 
what was best for children with school board 
members, O’Brien said. 

An imperfect system 

One reason to tackle the problem at all is this 
idea of “adequacy” and how the amount that 
the state pays for an adequate education for 
each student differs from the actual cost of an 
education in districts across the state. 

O’Brien said the current system is not a fair 
interpretation of the Claremont decision, so in 
essence he’s saying the current system is not 
in compliance with the Supreme Court’s rul- 
ing. The mling required the state to define an 
adequate education and to fund it, ultimately 
settling on $3,450 per pupil. Of course, no one 
thinks $3,450 per pupil is actually the cost of an 
adequate education. 

“I don’t think anyone can go to court and say 
that’s the case,” O’Brien said. 

The current system tries mightily to avoid 
having donor towns, towns that give more to 
the system than they receive. So the statewide 
property tax isn’t achieving anything other than 
fooling the court, O’Brien said. 

“It’s just taking the money out of the left 
pocket and putting it into the right,” Greenberg 
said. 

O’Brien seems to agree with that assessment, 
and suggested that the court system would ulti- 
mately catch on. 

“At some point, the court is going to come to 
us and say you’re not doing it,” O’Brien said. 
“We know an adequate education costs three or 
four times that amount, and you need to start 
funding it. At that point, we’d need to triple or 
quadruple the tax as a source of revenue. That’s 
very robust.” 

Even opponents of an amendment would 
like to see some changes to the current fund- 
ing system. 

“Historically, it’s been up and down and side- 
ways,” Greenberg said. “It makes it difficult to 
do any kind of planning as far as budgeting is 
concerned.” 

In Manchester, state aid hasn’t always been 
applied the way it was designed to. In 2008, the 
state increased its education adequacy grant 
for Manchester by $8 million. But with the 
schools getting more state aid, local elected 
officials effectively level-funded education by 


reducing the schools’ tax rate to a point where 
the schools didn’t see any additional funding 
even though the state was sending Manches- 
ter $8 million dollars extra, said Kathy Staub, 
longtime Manchester education activist and an 
incoming school board member. 

“Think of it as a pie chart,” Staub said. 
“When the state adequacy section gets big- 
ger, [local officials] reduce the size of the city’s 
parcel.” 

Greenberg doesn’t want to see a constitution- 
al amendment enacted that hands all the power 
to the legislature, but he doesn’t see the current 
system as perfect. He’s looking for more long- 
term stability in funding levels. 

Just from a logistical standpoint, the legis- 
lature, in planning the state’s two-year budget, 
often doesn’t finalize its budget numbers until 
the end of June. By that time, school budgets 
have already been passed. That’s problematic, 
since communities are passing school bud- 
gets based on estimates. That makes for a lot of 
explaining after the fact, if state funding ends 
up falling short of projections. 

“It is difficult to explain to citizens why we 
have to hedge our comments on what the tax 
impact is,” Greenberg said. “We’re not sure 
what the revenue will be. That’s where it’s 
difficult.” 

The downshift 

During the last legislative session, Green- 
berg said, lawmakers changed the internal 
funding formula. That has led to significant 
concern from a number of communities. The 
rhetoric coming out of Concord is that the state 
is putting more money into education, but the 
reality is that from the last budget to the pres- 
ent, the state is spending $184 million less on 
education because of changes in the internal 
workings of the formula, related specifically 
to Title I students, who are students from low- 
income families, Greenberg said. 

“What you’ve got is variance over time and 
in not being able to do planning,” Greenberg 
said. 

The state also reduced vocational tuition 
and transportation money to schools. The state 
would have cut more but Greenberg said it was 
pointed out that if lawmakers cut beyond a cer- 
tain point, the state would lose out on federal 
money. So lawmakers put enough state funding 
back in so it wouldn’t lose the federal funding, 
he said. 
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Schools can also get additional state aid for 
speeial edueation eosts. If a special education 
student, sueh as an out-of-distriet plaeement, 
eosts more than 3.5 times the statewide aver- 
age per-pupil eost, the state will reimburse the 
eommunity 80 pereent of anything greater than 
3.5 times the statewide average per pupil. This 
year, the reimbursement rate was dropped to 
about 60 pereent, Greenberg said. 

‘Tn essenee, what you’ve got is eontinual 
downshifting of cost to the loeal level under 
the guise of loeal control,” Greenberg said. 
“What’s loeal eontrol — you can choose what 
you’re not going to do. That beeomes an issue 
in greater context if now you have the potential 
for a eonstitutional amendment, voueher bills. 
All of those will either direetly or indireetly 
have signifieant financial impacts.” 

While O’Brien does want to inerease loeal 
eontrol, he says he’s not trying to eliminate 
state government’s role in education. There are 
some towns, perhaps with less of a property tax 
base to work with, that need state involvement. 
That’s what he’s talking about when he says he 
wants to be able to target aid. 

What proponents for an amendment seem 
to be saying is that they would prefer that 
state government not have to distribute mon- 
ey to wealthy eommunities that spend in exeess 
of $14,000 or $15,000 per pupil, while dis- 
tributing perhaps more money to struggling 
eommunities. 

The coneem for many is that under some 
funding systems, middle-tier eommunities, in 
terms of property tax base, like Londonderry, 
Merrimack and Rochester, would stand to lose 
lots of money, with the loss leading to negative 
impacts on programs and services, Greenberg 
said. Greenberg is suggesting that wealthier 
eommunities eould absorb the loss of state aid, 
while poor eommunities would still be reeeiv- 
ing state aid, perhaps even more than they are 
now. In that scenario, the eoneem is that the 
middle ground of New Hampshire’s eommu- 
nities eould be severely impaeted, that without 
suffieient state aid that distriets would be foreed 
to eut baek on programming 

Greenberg said he believes every ehild in 
the state should receive state money. The idea 
of targeting aid ends up being an exeuse not to 
give to some eommunities, Greenberg said. 

“With less state support, things will not get 
done,” Greenberg said. “Beeause the people 
ean’t support it.” 


But there will be no shortage of things to get 
done. 

The state and the federal government are 
probably going to keep asking edueators to 
ramp up requirements and offerings, while also 
addressing new laws and rules. That’s not a bad 
thing, but that isn’t free either. Greenberg said 
he is a big supporter of speeial edueation but 
the federal government has woefully under- 
funded the area in reeent years. He estimated 
Londonderry, whieh he said wasn’t unlike other 
eommunities, should have been getting another 
$1 million annually from the federal govern- 
ment for speeial edueation programs. 

When the government doesn’t provide it, 
loeal distriets need to find the money some- 
where else — local taxpayers. 

And that’s where the eoneem is for those 
opposed to a constitutional amendment, that 
an amendment gives the legislature too mueh 
eontrol to shirk their funding obligations in 
tough times, leaving it up to individual distriets 
to make up the dififerenee. For those opposed 
to an amendment, edueation is more than just 
another department and it shouldn’t be treated 
as sueh. 

On the other hand, for those in favor of an 
amendment, having the eourt system eall the 
shots is in eonfliet with demoeraey. To them, 
it’s all about the voting booth — if you don’t 
like the decisions elected offieials are making, 
east your ballot aeeordingly. 

Staub wasn’t sure what would happen to 
Manehester if a eonstitutional amendment 
was passed. Her fear, regardless of wheth- 
er an amendment is passed or whether a 
new funding formula was adopted, was sim- 
ply that Manehester eould lose state aid it 
desperately needs. If the thinking is that edu- 
eation funding should be generated loeally, 
Staub isn’t eonfident Manehester would step 
up to the plate. In her mind, the eity doesn’t 
now. She said a third of the eity’s edueation 
budget eomes from state adequaey aid. 

“If we start getting less money, I ean’t 
imagine. I try not to think about it,” Staub 
said. “If we starting getting less than we are 
right now, what would we do?” 

“Instead of a eonstant obligation ... it’s a crap 
shoot,” Amesen said. “If Republicans want to 
destroy education as we know it, now they have 
that lieense. If Demoerats want to invest in edu- 
eation, now they have lieense to do it, but the 
people ean’t do it.”

Show’s opening coincides with World AIDS Day

As the editor of Business NH Magazine, 
Matthew Mowry doesn’t have a lot of diree- 
tors beating down his door urging him to be 
part of a performanee. And Mowry doesn’t 
have a theater baekground. But the Aeting 
Loft’s newest show, Elegies for Angels, Punks 
and Raging Queens, is about more than the- 
ater. It is about edueating the publie. And so 
Mowry and a long list of other non-actors 
couldn’t wait to take part. 

The show tackles the difficult subject of 
AIDS. It will open on Friday, Dec. 2. World 
AIDS Day is Dec. 1. This timing is not a 
coincidence; Acting Loft artistic director 
Chris Courage wanted to perform the show 
to educate the public on a problem that many 
incorrectly think belongs in the history books. 

‘Tt is a way to honor those we have lost and 
educate a new generation on the legacy of the 
AIDS epidemic and the challenges of finding 
a cure,” Courage said in a previous interview. 

The inspiration for the show was the 
unveiling of the Names Project Quilt, which 
happened in the Washington Mall in 1987. 
Poet Bill Russell (not the legendary Celtics 
basketball player) was so moved by the quilt 
that he began writing poems from the vantage 
point of people who suffered or died from 
AIDS, according to Courage. Panels from the 
quilt will be in Manchester during the show. 
Elegies for Angels, Punks and Raging Queens 
combines a dozen songs with 30 monologues, 
many of which are poems. 

Courage has cast a talented group of actors 
to perform the songs, but the power of the 
show is truly reflected in the people he has 
secured for the monologues. Many of them 


are not actors at all. They include David Pre- 
ece, president of the Southern New Hampshire 
Planning Commission, Mowry and Joe lanel- 
li, an executive at Mass General Hospital. 

‘T am very honored to be part of this pro- 
duction,” Mowry said. “This is a different 
than what usually comes to New Hampshire. 
It is more than a show. It raises awareness and 
brings back into focus an issue that needs to 
be addressed.” 

“It is an ambitious project,” said lanelli, 
whose goddaughter often performs with the 
Acting Loft, which is how he met Courage. 
“It’s a wonderful historic piece that addresses 
an issue. . . . The epidemic is not over.” 

In fact, the numbers of AIDS diagnoses 
are increasing in the United States, according 
for the Centers for Disease Control. Cour- 
age understands the importance of education, 
which is why the Acting Loft will be partner- 
ing with the Southern New Hampshire AIDS 
Task Force. 

“They will be here to hold a discussion 
group after each production as well as dis- 
tributing educational information to audience 
members,” Courage said. 

Preece said the show does a wonderful job 
of spotlighting the breadth of people AIDS 
affects. It has impacted the lives of people in 
Africa and your own backyard. 

“It’s really across the board,” Preece said, 
“and involves a cross-section of people who 
have died from AIDS. The author captures 
these people brilliantly.” 

Preece said he was reluctant to get involved 
at first, only because of his own busy sched- 
ule. But he always tries to support AIDS 
charities and when he found out proceeds 
from the show’s profits would go to them, he 
was in. He plays a caregiver. He said his part 


is about families. 

A show that deals with AIDS seems like it 
might be a very heavy night of theater. But 
Mowry said good theater is able to reveal 
truth about the human experience and that is 
what this play does. He said it will touch the 
audience and make connections. lanelli said 
there were a number of poignant moments 
interspersed with more light-hearted music. 

It will certainly be powerful to see so many 
performers standing on stage. lanelli said 
there is a range of people with a variety of 
comfort levels of performing. He said this 
would add authenticity to the performance 
and make it a community event. 

But how will some of these new actors pre- 
pare for their moment in the spotlight? 

lanelli isn’t too concerned. Before he got 
into health care, he dabbled in theater a bit. 
Plus, in his work he does a lot of public speak- 
ing and so he isn’t prone to stage fright. 

He said he has a great monologue. He plays 
someone who has died from AIDS and is very 
angry that, looking at his panel on the Names 
Project Quilt, he doesn’t have enough glitter. 
He is able to bring some comedy to the role. 

This is not so much the case with Mowry. 
He plays Walter, who is dying of AIDS but 
still goes back to his small hometown for a 
reunion. When he gets home, he receives 
threatening phone calls telling him not to 
attend the reunion. But he does anyway and 
actually receives a warm welcome. 

“It’s a great story of acceptance,” Mowry 
said. He was intimidated at first, as his role 
involves so much emotion. He talked with 
Courage about how to portray the character 
and Courage told him to let the words, which 
are written as a poem, speak for themselves. 
Mowry admitted he couldn’t relate to exact-

ly what Walter went through, but he did say 
we’ve all had moments of being the outsider. 
He tapped into those memories. 

Each actor received a monologue and prac- 
ticed on his own until it all came together 
in a major dress rehearsal a few days before 
the show’s opening. Mowry said he had nev- 
er heard of the show prior to his involvement 
and has since learned a lot about it. He has 
liked what he found and wants people to 
check out the show. 

“It is an opportunity to come and hear com- 
pelling stories,” Mowry said. “They are lives 
you might not be as familiar with but when 
you walk away you’ll feel you have known 
them. It is an emotional piece to be a part of.” 

“Anyone who goes will never be the same 
again,” Preece said. “They will be personal- 
ly affected.”

• Legend comes to Rochester: Artist and 
photographer Matt Wyatt learned a valu- 
able lesson when he opened his new gallery, 
Wyatt Art Studios, in Roehester: never be 
afraid to ask, beeause you never know who 
will answer.

together at a speeial free holiday pops eoneert 
on Monday, Dee. 12, at St. Joseph Cathedral 
in Manehester. It will be the seeond time the 
Community Band & Orehestra has played off 
eampus, aeeording to Riehard Cook, direetor 
of the SNHU musie department. Last spring 
they played at the Palaee Theatre and had 
to turn people away beeause they had filled 
the 82 5 -person venue. The eathedral holds 
900 people, so Cook believes there should be 
room for everybody but suggests people plan 
aeeordingly. 

Cook said the eoneert will follow a tradi- 
tional pops format, whieh means the first part 
will be more serious elassieal musie and the 
seeond part will have lighter holiday-themed 
tunes. For the serious seetion the band & 
orehestra will taekle Leonard Bernstein’s 
“Mass.” They ehose this pieee, aeeording 
to Cook, beeause Gary Coreoran, longtime 
direetor of bands at Plymouth State Universi- 
ty, will be guest-eondueting the pieee and he 
has always wanted to do “Mass.” 

As the eoneert will be held in the eathedral, 
they were asked to perform religious musie. 
So they will also be playing brass-heavy Rus- 
sian Christmas musie and “Amazing Graee.” 

“The ‘Amazing Graee’ we will be play- 
ing was written as a memorial to the ehildren 
of the vietims of Sept. 11,” Cook said. “We 
played it onee before at the Statehouse for the 
Sept. 1 1 tribute and we wanted to do it again.” 

Southern New Hampshire University pres- 
ident Paul LeBlane will join the musieians 


on stage with a speeial reading of ’Twas the 
Night before Christmas. Cook said he was a 
big hit last year and that plenty of the faeulty 
turned out just to poke fun at him. 

Cook said that sense of eommunity is felt 
strongly at SNHU even as the sehool expands 
at a rapid paee. Cook said the mixed band and 
orehestra is a blessing for all those involved. 
High sehool students get to play with teaeh- 
ers, musie majors get to ereate relationships 
with prospeetive future employers and musie 
teaehers get to meet the up and eoming talent. 

Cook said he has now been at the sehool 
for some time and so none of the programs 
are entirely new. 

“It’s going ineredibly well,” Cook said. 
“We’re getting a routine with things. When 
everything is brand new, we kind of run 
around going, ‘What do we do?’ Issues eome 
up that you would never expeet. But now we 
have things under eontrol.” 

Cook said even a year ago he would nev- 
er have thought of the eathedral as a potential 
eoneert venue. But they reaehed out to him, 
whieh he said they do an exeellent job of, and 
he eouldn’t be more pleased with the newly 
formed relationship. 

Of eourse not all of their performanees are 
off eampus. On Thursday, Dee. 1, as part of 
the Southern New Hampshire Coneert Series, 
whieh brings in four free musieal aets eaeh 
year, the Jazz Colleetive will perform at the 
sehool. The Jazz Colleetive is a 10-pieee jazz 
ensemble made up of faeulty members and

freelance players in Boston. Cook said the 
size of the ensemble is rare, as most are either 
bigger or smaller. The group writes its own 
arrangements of popular jazz hits.

In their elementary sehool elasses, ehil- 
dren make twisty eandy eane ornaments out 
of pipe eleaners and Santa Claus deeorations 
with red felt and eotton balls. They present 
their gifts proudly, having ereated something 
with their own two hands. 

This pride of giving homemade ereations 
doesn’t have to end at fifth grade. 

For those who need help getting past 
the handprint-reindeer deeorations. New 
Hampshire features a number of eraft- and 
wreath-making workshops this winter. Amo- 
skeag Fishways will be holding its annual 
wreath-making workshop on Friday, Dee. 
2, from 7 to 8:30 p.m., and Saturday, Dee. 3 
from 10 a.m. to noon. It’s the 12th year that 
the Amoskeag Fishways has provided this 
partieular workshop. 

‘T like to think that with this workshop, we 
are teaehing a life skill — everyone leaves 
with the knowledge of how to make a beauti- 
ful wreath. When they are through, they ean 
go out and eontinue to ereate,” said Helen 
Dalbeek, the direetor of Amoskeag Fishways 
and the originator of the wreath-making 
workshop. 

The Fishways workshop provides attendees 
with all-natural materials to ereate fragrant, 
long-lasting wreaths for families and eute 
holiday deeorations for the kids. Grapevine 
wreaths aet as a base, and members of the 
Fishways eolleet a variety of greens before 
the workshop, ineluding spruee, white pine, 
mountain laurel, balsam and an assortment 
of berries, ineluding winterberries, rose hips, 
sumae, and eolleeted white and red pine 
eones. 

People like making things, Dalbeek says, 
yet many are opting to go shopping rather 
than to sit down and ereate. But they’re miss- 
ing out. 

“Creating these wreaths gives a lot of satis- 
faetion, and they last eight weeks because the 
wreaths are thiek and the greens are fresh. I 
love that when I make my own I ean aeeent it 
with things that I love, so that it’s speeialized 
to my taste,” Dalbeek said. 

When you look at how many wreaths ean 
eost $30 or more on average, the $15 eharge 
on materials is very reasonable. 

“It’s of good value, and we always try to 
make sure it’s affordable. Although most of 
the materials are gathered, we do have to 


purehase the wires and some of the greens,” 
Dalbeek said.

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Dear Donna, 

With the holidays coming I have been 
going through some of the table linens 
I got from my grandparents. A few of 
them have yellowed and are stained. 
My girlfriend said to write to you and 
that you might be able to help me. Can 
I bleach them? Any information would 
be helpful. 

Carol in Bow 

Dear Carol, 

With most antique and vintage lin- 
ens, you would want to hand wash them 
beeause even though they might seem 
to be sturdy, they are fragile — you 
don’t want to open the maehine and just 
find shreds. I have used Oxy Clean and 
had some sueeess. Then I re- wash. 

If you do use the washing maehine, 
use it on a delieate setting with eold 
water. I have found with Oxy Clean 
that hot water is the key so, if you ean, 
preheat the water and put in a huge 
plastie bowl (only praetieal for pre- 
soak in small batehes). Then let them 
sit overnight. 

Do not ever use ehlorine bleaeh. 
It’s just too harsh. Instead of ehlorine 
bleaeh, you ean sun bleaeh linens when 
you have a stubborn old stain. First 
soak the item in Oxy Clean overnight 
in a basin that is lined with a big towel. 
In the morning, lift the pieee out, using 
the towel as a sling, and earefully rinse 
it off in a basin of fresh elean water. It 
usually takes several rinses to get all 
the soap out. Then earefully fold the 
item in a dry towel to remove exeess 
moisture. (Never wring out old linens! 
Wringing eauses signifieant stress to 
old and delieate fibers.) Then lay them 
out in the grass — morning dew is best 
— and leave them there for several 



hours until they are dry. You ean do this 
with damasks (whieh is what your nap- 
kins are). 

Do not iron your antique linens until 
you are ready to use them. You should 
damp iron everything, testing the fab- 
rie with a lower setting until you are 
eonfident it ean take the higher heat. 
To dampen antique linens spray them 
with distilled water mist or take them 
straight from the lawn, not quite dry, 
to the ironing board. I set the iron on 
the “no steam” setting and go at it. You 
should use only spring water in your 
iron and dampen only with distilled 
water. 

I don’t reeommend starehing linens. 
Though starehing does make linens 
temporarily more wrinkle-resistant, 
they just don’t feel natural. There is 
nothing worse than to toueh your faee 
with a napkin that is stiff as a board! 
Stareh also breaks down and gradual- 
ly turns linens yellow and then a nasty 
brownish eolor.

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Getting rid of invasives 

Now’s a good time to head off problems

There are still a few niee days left before 
eold rain, snow and eold take over our weath- 
er systems, and I try to take advantage of these 
last warm, sunny days. Unfortunately, I’m 
not the only one. No, I hope you do, too. It’s 
those pesky, unwanted invasive shrubs in the 
understory of our woods and forests that I am 
referring to. I took a walk reeently and notieed 
that there are plenty of bush honeysuekles 
enjoying the sunshine. Many still have green 
leaves (some are turning yellow now), allow- 
ing them to make energy by photosynthesis 
and store it for winter. 

Go for a walk along a eountry road or into 
your woods. If you see bushy shrubs that still 
have green leaves, you are probably seeing 
Amur honey suekle (Lonieera maaekii). This 
bush honeysuekle is able to grow in sun or 
shade, wet or dry. It is one of the first plants to 
get leaves in the spring, one of the last to lose 
them in fall. It shades out our native wildflow- 
ers and other native shrubs. It is taking over 
the landseape — but you ean help eontrol it 
now, when you don’t have so many other gar- 
dening tasks to oeeupy your time. 

Amur honeysuekle ean get to be 12 to 15 
feet tall and wide. It is a floppy plant with 
yellowish- white blossoms in June and quarter- 
ineh-diameter red berries. Birds eat the seeds 
and then distribute them in their droppings. It 
takes 3 to 5 years from germination to the time 
a honeysuekle produees flowers and berries. 


The roots of this bush honeysuekle tend to 
be quite elose to the surfaee of the soil, so pull- 
ing or digging them out is not very diffieult. 
I reeently spent part of a morning working to 
eliminate honeysuekle on my property. Here is 
what I found. 

Pulling small to medium-sized honeysuek- 
les does not require superhuman strength. I 
easily pulled shrubs that were 3 to 5 feet tall 
and wide. Larger speeimens I just eut to the 
ground. Yes, they may re-sprout, eome spring, 
but they won’t bloom and produee seeds next 
year. If I ean go baek eaeh year and eut off new 
shoots, I will prevent the plant from spreading. 

I reeently spoke to Kari Asmus of Hanover, 
N.H., who has been digging up invasive plants 
on her property sinee she and her husband 
bought it 1 1 years ago. She reeommends using 
a “weed wreneh” for pulling medium to large 
honeysuekles, along with two small tree spe- 
eies, the glossy buekthorn (Rhamnus frangula) 
and eommon buekthorn (Rhamnus eathartiea), 
whieh are also invasive speeies on their prop- 
erty. A weed wreneh (www.weedwreneh.eom) 
is a hand tool that gives you a niee meehanieal 
advantage: it grabs onto a stem down low, and 
has a long handle to help you to pry out the 
root system with minimal effort. 

Kari’s property is about 10 aeres, and by 
keeping after the invasive plants eaeh year, 
she has redueed their ineidenee to a point 
where they are not a problem. Native plants 
like bloodroot and wild ginger — absent when 
they bought the property — have returned and 
spread through their woods. Kari said fall and 


spring are the times to work on digging out 
problem plants. They have leaves when native 
plants do not. She said she has gotten to ree- 
ognize the distinetive eolor of the leaves, even 
from a distanee, so she ean go right to a hon- 
eysuekle or buekthorn to pull it out. Seeds 
deposited years ago eontinue to germinate, but 
the young plants are easy to pull by hand. 

The buekthoms get bigger than honey- 
suekles and are more diffieult to eliminate. 
Although a honeysuekle, if eut down, may 
send up new shoots at the stump, it does not 
send up root suekers the way a buekthorn 
will. Root suekers are new shoots eoming up 
from the roots that develop into full-size trees; 
they ean pop up 10 feet or more from the par- 
ent tree. They are a stress response by eertain 
trees: if eut down (or sometimes if they are 
infeeted with a lethal fungus), shoots develop. 

Nelia Sargent of Claremont, N.H., taught me 
some years ago how to kill buekthoms without 
stimulating root suekers. She double girdles a 
buekthorn by eutting all the way around the 
tmnk with a hand saw. She just euts through 
the green eambium layer of bark, but does not 


eut into the heartwood. Then she goes up 12 
inehes and does it again. She said it takes 3 
years to kill the tree but no suekers are sent up. 
I tried it on a neighbor’s tree, and, by golly, 
it worked. However, the eommon buekthorn 
often has a tmnk that ean make it diffieult to 
double girdle the tree: there are often up to a 
dozen tmnks growing very elosely together. 

In my neighborhood the buekthoms have 
already lost their leaves, but the trees are load- 
ed with dark berries, just waiting for hungry 
birds to eome this winter for food. Eaeh ber- 
ry has three or four hard seeds, just waiting to 
be dropped somewhere so they ean start new 
trees. 

So if you are looking for a good projeet on 
the next sunny day, go look for invasives and 
see if you ean get rid of a few.

CAR TALK BY TOM AND RAY MAGLIOZZI 

Turn signals can fail intermittently 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

I currently have the misfortune 
of needing to drive a beat-up 1995 
Volvo 850, which I share with my 
husband, who fancies himself an 
expert on cars. As a general rule, 
I try not to argue with him on any 
subject involving cars (or, for that 
matter, about anything else, since 
reason and logic are not his strong 
points). Alas, during this past week, 
something about this wretched Vol- 
vo went wrong, forcing me to open 
a dialogue with Mr. Know-It-All- 
About-Cars. Out of the blue, the 
blinkers (the right and left signals) 
quit working. Once in a while, the 
signals work, but most of the time 
they don't. My husband stubborn- 
ly refuses to believe that they don 't 
work. He claims that they are work- 
ing just fine for him, ergo I must be 
doing something to keep them from 
working! He says he won 't look into 
fixing it unless he experiences the 


problem himself. Is it unusual for 
signals to work intermittently? Can 
you please help me, ASAP? — Terry 

RAY: Gee, this guy sounds like a 
real gem, Terry. How do you keep 
the other girls away from him? 

TOM: The blinkers absolutely ean 
fail intermittently. A lot of eleetron- 
ie parts fail that way. There are three 
things that eould be at fault here. 

RAY: The eheapest, and easiest to 
fix, is the hazard switeh. The hazard 
switeh in this ear eontains a relay, 
whieh also is used by the direetion- 
al switeh. If the relay is stieky, that 
ean eause the direetionals to fail 
sometimes. 

TOM: It would eause your hazard 
lights to fail, too. So next time this 
happens, try turning on the hazard 
lights to see if they’re working nor- 
mally. If not, buy a new hazard- light 
switeh, gently pry the old one out of 
its hole in the dashboard, plug in the 
new one and you’re done. That’ll 
eost you about $50. 

RAY: The seeond possibility is 
that the direetional switeh itself 
— the stalk that stieks out of the 
steering eolumn — is failing. That’s 
also pretty easy to fix, sinee most 
Volvos of that era used a dedieat- 
ed direetional stalk, rather than the 
multipurpose switehes (lights, high 
beams, ete.) that you see on lots of 
other ears. If that’s the part that’s 
dying, you’re looking at spending 
around $100. 

TOM: And if it’s neither of those. 


then unfortunately the problem prob- 
ably is in the ignition switeh. Volvo 
850s are famous for worn-out igni- 
tion switehes. 

RAY: What happens is that when 
you start the ear, you push the key 
past the “run” position to the “start” 
position until it eranks and starts. 
Then you let go of the key, and it’s 
supposed to spring baek to the “run” 
position. But on these ears, the key 
often will not spring baek all the 
way. And sinee mueh of the ear’s 
eleetrieal equipment runs through 
the ignition switeh, a bad switeh 
ean lead to all kinds of eleetrieal 
shenanigans. 

TOM: You ean test that theory by 
lightly jiggling the key in the igni- 
tion next time the blinkers fail. If 
you ean get them to work that way, 
you may have found the problem. 
But that’s an expensive part. It’ll 
probably run you about $300. 

RAY: And if none of those ideas 
works, you’ll have to divoree your 
husband and use the settlement to 
buy a new ear, Terry. That’ll eost 
HIM $100,000. Remind him of that 
if he keeps refusing to help you. 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

Hi, guys! Pve always wondered 
why there aren't any front-wheel- 
drive pickups. I would think they 'd 
be a nice alternative to more-expen- 
sive four-wheel-drive pickups, and a 
lot easier to handle than rear-wheel- 
drive pickups on slippery roads. Got 


any insights to offer on this? — Rick 

RAY: It’s been done, Riek. Volk- 
swagen made a piekup version of 
its front- wheel- drive Rabbit from 
1979 to 1982. You ean tell what a 
smashing sueeess that was by all the 
Rabbit Piekups you see on the road 
these days! 

TOM: It ean be done, of eourse. 
Toyota even has a prototype of 
a hybrid front-wheel-drive piek- 
up that’s been floating around for 
a few years. So someone probably 
will do it at some point, espeeially 
as the demand for better fuel eeono- 
my inereases, and piekup-truek sizes 
deerease. 

RAY: Sueh a truek might be useful 
for “light-duty pieking up,” but there 
are two design issues that make it 
somewhat undesirable as a tradition- 
al work truek. 

TOM: First, there’s very lit- 
tle weight in the baek of a piekup, 
even with rear- wheel drive. And if 
you remove the drive shaft and rear 
differential, you leave almost no 
weight baek there. That means when 
the piekup bed is empty, there’s 
no weight to keep the rear wheels 
pushed down to the ground. 

RAY: That would make the rear 
end of the piekup vulnerable to slid- 
ing around — whieh would eause 
you to lose eontrol of the vehiele. 

TOM: And while eleetronie sta- 
bility eontrol ean help, it’s got to 
start with something to stabilize! 
You ean deal with that by inereasing 


the size of the passenger eabin and 
adding a real baek seat and/or rear 
doors. But then you leave less room 
for the bed. 

RAY: The other problem is that 
when you load up the bed with heavy 
materials, you weigh down the rear 
axle and “lift weight” off the front 
axle. So, if you had a heavy load in 
a front-wheel-drive piekup truek, 
you eould find yourself in a situation 
where you’d have a tough time get- 
ting traetion from the front wheels. 

TOM: So we may yet see a front- 
wheel-drive piekup truek at some 
point. But it’s going to be a “life- 
style” vehiele (i.e., designed to help 
you look eool), not a real work truek. 

If you buy a used car, will you 
just be inheriting the previous own- 
er's problem? Tom and Ray dispel 
this and other myths about used 
cars in their pamphlet “How to Buy 
a Great Used Car: Secrets Only 
Your Mechanic Knows. " Send $4.

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Doula opens Welcoming Ways in Greenfield 

Tara Potter and others offer help with labor

Before hospitals, doetors, Caesarian see- 
tions and epidurals, birth was not seen as a 
medieal event. Rather, it was viewed as a nat- 
ural proeess that women experieneed. Today, 
many women are referring baek to the days of 
old and opting for more natural pregnaneies. 

For sueh women, Tara Potter has been offer- 
ing her “weleoming ways” for 12 years now. 

“Doula” is a Greek word that means “wom- 
an who serves.” When home births were more 
eommon, Doulas were originally the friends 
and relatives of the mother who helped her 
through pregnaney and delivery. The midwife 
or doetor delivered the baby, while the doula 
provided eomfort, adviee, and support. 

Potter said that one of her jobs as a doula is 
to help the mother make informed deeisions. 
She ean be seen as a translator from doetor to 
mother, and someone mothers ean go to for 
basie adviee. 

The exereises, positions, and praetiees a 
doula offers during labor help offset the pain 
and ean aet as an alternative to an epidural dur- 
ing labor and delivery; however, her primary 
job is to simply be someone to lean on when 
things get tough. 

“Sometimes women need me to ask basie 
questions about what to expeet. Sometimes 


they ask me to go to the store and get groeer- 
ies when they are unable to or don’t have time. 
Sometimes they need my help in offsetting 
the pain during their labor,” Potter said. “But 
sometimes, women just need a hand to hold,” 
Potter said. 

People ehoose to utilize a doula for a variety 
of reasons. Some look to doulas when there 
are speeial eireumstanees — for instanee. Pot- 
ter reeently worked with a woman who had 
gestational diabetes. Some are eoneemed 
and anxious about what to expeet in their 
pregnaneies. 

One of the primary reasons that women uti- 
lize doulas is that they want to experienee a 
natural ehildbirth. That’s why Hannah Wildes 
of Bennington ealled Tara when she found out 
she was due to have a baby in Mareh. 

“I knew that I wanted to have my baby nat- 
urally, and I knew that doulas are really great 
in offering alternatives for pain management,” 
Wildes said. “It’s been extremely eomforting 
having Tara, and she’s been sueh a great help.” 
Wildes said that Potter typieally eontaets her 
twiee a week for now. When the due date 
eomes eloser, she will play a mueh larger role. 

Potter works within a 60-mile radius from 
her home in Greenfield. Having been work- 
ing informally as doula for the past 12 years, 
she only just offieially began her business. 


Weleoming Ways, last August. She offers her 
serviees as a birth doula, or a “labor eompan- 
ion,” as an antepartum doula, who deals with 
speeial eireumstanees in pregnaneies (some- 
times high-risk), and as a postpartum doula, 
who helps mothers after the baby is born. 

Every doula has different praetiees. Potter 
said, but she prefers to establish a relationship 
with the mother beforehand. 

“You’re there for one of the most intense, 
and really, one of the most intimate experiene- 
es of a woman’s life,” Potter said. 

Potter feels it is important for women to have 
options. It’s been a long transition for Potter to 
beeome a full-time doula, but it’s something 
she’s passionate about, in part beeause of her 
own experienees. She wants women to feel as 
she did when she had her first ehild. 

“I really believe that ehildbirth should be an 
empowering experienee. It is one of the most 
important experienees in a woman’s life, and 
she should know the options and ehoiees in 
determining how she wants to have her baby,” 
Potter said. 

And there are many ehoiees that New 
Hampshire women have today. Potter’s busi- 
ness is one of a few programs in the area. 
Others inelude Nini Bambini, whieh is a loeal 
business in Bedford that provides doula ser- 
viees within its praetiee, www.ninibambini.

Cheap gaming is cheap 

There’s no excuse for buying these systems

This was going to be a 
column about drugstore 
electronics in general. The 
ofif-brand tablets and net- 
books, the speaker systems 
for MP3 players, the last of 
the digital cameras from two 
years ago. Things that may not be the latest 
and greatest but at least made a somewhat 
honest effort to be the value-priced alternative 
to premium brands. 

But one group of electronics sank so far 
below the others that it must be called out 
independently It’s a series of cheapo plug- 
and-play game systems that might or might 
not be made by the same folks. The manu- 
facturers certainly don’t proudly advertise 
their names — not because they’re ashamed, 
because shame is one of many things they do 
not possess. 

The Wireless Air 60 is one of the new- 
est and, I can only hope, worst of the bunch. 
I picked it up on sale for $20 at CVS. It will 
look familiar to anyone who’s laid eyes on 
the Kinect for Microsoft’s Xbox 360 console. 
Above a small base is a wider black plastic 
rectangle, containing power and reset buttons, 
a red LED and a truly miniscule camera lens. 
Unlike the Kinect, there is no separate infra- 
red sensor for ultra-precise motion sensing. 
There’s also no connection to a more powerful 
console — the 60 pixelly games built into the 
tiny unit are all you get. 

That might sound like a lot of games. Con- 
sider that they include Fly Swatter, Mole 
Mash and Makin’ Burgers, though, and it’s 
less impressive. 

OK, so I wasn’t expecting much. But some 
of the games looked like retro fun: a space 
shooter called Sonic Fighter, a stripped-down 


Rock Band-\oo\dng thing called Drum Master, 
a Super Motocross racer and a bunch of Wii 
Sports rip-offs like Bowling, Tennis, Baseball 
and Golf 

Oh, if ONLY they were rip-offs. 

See, you don’t make natural motions to 
roll your bowling ball or swing your bat. You 
hover your hands on controls overlaying the 
action on the screen. I had to wiggle my fin- 
gers to get the controls to activate (unless they 
accidentally activated from some motion I 
didn’t remember making). On-screen instruc- 
tions are sparse, and the included manual, 
having been translated at least four times, is of 
only limited use. 

A few games do use direct hand move- 
ments. Air Hockey bounces a puck off your 
hand, or what it thinks might be your hand, 
in some direction usually not completely con- 
trary to physics. In Break the Ice, you punch 
your hand in the general vicinity of disembod- 
ied hands shoving thin sheets of ice into your 
field of view. 

If Wireless Air 60 coincidentally looks like 
the Kinect, the older Zone 60 system bears 
a striking resemblance to a Wii, with a slim 
main console and two remotes. There’s also a 
Wireless Hunting Video Game System, which 
uses a single orange rifle as its controller. 

The new Zone 3D system also features 
Wii-like remotes, the PlayStation 3’s shape 
and two pairs of 3-D glasses — the red and 
blue kind, not the recent synchronized shut- 
ter types on expensive 3-D televisions. But 
hey, that means you can use just about any TV 
Besides, only 20 of the 100 included games 
are 3-D anyway. 

All these systems attach via old-fashioned 
red, white and yellow RCA cables. Which also 
means no HD gameplay for your giant screen. 
Which is probably for the best.

Expressions of taste 

Currier tour features fine flavors of art

‘T don’t want to give it all away,” docent 
Sandra Townsend said of her plans for her 
next focus tour at the Currier Museum of Art 
in Manchester. “I just want people to go and 
be open to the experience of exploring art 
through a different sense.” 

Townsend put together and will lead the 
“Eat, Drink and Be Merry: Food and Spirits 
in Art” focus tour at the Currier on Sunday, 
Dec. 4, from 11:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. It will 
be her second year mnning the tour, which 
is open to everyone and is included in the 
museum admission price. 

“All we can do is whet the appetite for the 
tour and hope that if people are not out shop- 
ping on that Sunday morning, they would 
want to go to the Currier to have this intimate 
view of how people represent food and drink 
in art — how do you get something that is 
so three-dimensional and multi- dimensional 
into a flat image and how does it reconnect 
with the viewer?” Townsend said. 

The tour, she said, is more than just walk- 
ing around the museum and looking at 
pictures of food. It’s about the senses — 
sight, smell, sound, touch — and how food 
has been represented throughout history. 

The group will stop in the European Gal- 
lery to view a few still-lifes that will fuel a 
discussion of the economics of food — for 
instance, “If the food is displayed on a plat- 
ter then we were trading with the East at that 
point,” Townsend said. 

How people in the image are responding 
to food and drink will also be a focal point 
of the tour; a painting of a card game set in 
a Dutch drinking house and the depiction of 
an extravagant banquet set for Cleopatra and 
Marc Antony are both pieces of art that have 
more to them than meets the eye, Townsend 
said. 


“We will look at things that have food and 
drink in them but also at what’s behind the 
food and drink,” she said. 

The works of local contemporary art- 
ist James Aponovich will be viewed. 
Townsend noted he has the ability to “make 
all of the foods look real, almost like pseudo 
photorealism.” 

The tour will also pass through the muse- 
um’s glass collection so visitors will be able 
to see how food was served on platters, and 
drinks in glasses and punchbowls. 

“The wonderful design of glass is a whole 
other subject,” Townsend said. Another 
highlight of the tour will likely be artwork 
featuring bootleggers in the Prohibition era. 

“I’m not sure how many [pieces of art] 
we will see,” Townsend said. “What I have 
learned is when you visit a museum, you 
want to look very closely at a few works 
of art. You don’t want to just go running 
through the museum — it should be fewer 


works, closely reviewed.” 

Townsend, a former teacher, said she is 
most looking forward to interacting with 
museum goers during the tour. 

“The whole idea behind being a teach- 
er is engaging people in exploring a topic,” 
she said. “Now I engage people in a work 
of art — it might sculpture, glassware or 
ceramics.” 

“And of course,” she said, “I look forward 
to getting some new ideas from people that 
will go on the tour and be looking at the same 
work of art but their interpretation might not 
be the same.”

Taste of Turkey in Hudson 

Mavi Bistro brings Turkish cuisine closer to home

Owning a restaurant has always been a 
dream of Ozcan Cece’s, but he wanted to 
wait for the right moment and find the right 
place to make it happen. He spent a year 
looking for a spot where he could serve the 
cuisine of his country, finally deciding on 
a former breakfast restaurant at the front 
of the Time Square plaza on Central Street 
in Hudson. 

A dozen blue balloons still hover low 
over bare bushes in front of Mavi Bistro, 
Cece’s new Turkish Mediterranean eat- 
ery, which celebrated its opening on Nov. 
15. Mavi, which means “blue” in Turk- 
ish, is Cece’s first restaurant experience 
as an owner but he has been in the hos- 
pitality business for more than 20 years, 
holding positions as a server, bartender 
and manager. 


“The hospitality business is about enter- 
taining people when they go out and 
making sure they have a good time,” Cece 
said. “I like to treat people the way I would 
want to be treated.” 

While working as a server, Cece said, he 
would ask his customers whether they had 
ever visited Turkey or had an interest in 
the cuisine. 

“Some people would say, ‘I wish we had 
a good Turkish restaurant around here,”’ 
Cece said. Before Mavi opened, many 
Granite Staters would travel to Boston for 
Turkish food, he said. 

Chef David Harbilas, who met Cece 
when the pair worked at Aka Bistro, a 
French and Japanese fusion restaurant in 
Lincoln, Mass., leads the charge in the 
kitchen at Mavi. He and Cece worked 
together to develop a menu of both tra- 
ditional Turkish dishes and dishes with a 
Turkish twist. All menu items are written 


in both Turkish and English. 

“It’s simple food, comfort food that 
looks nice on the plate,” Cece said. 

Brunch dishes include Rockford Pey- 
nirli Biftek Omlet (a steak and blue cheese 
omelet) and Pastirmali Suda Yumur- 
ta (Turkish eggs Benedict, made with a 
lean prosciutto cured in Turkish spices). 
Tavada Somon (seared salmon with crispy 
skin, potato puree, spinach and dill beurre 
blanc), Buyuk Deniz Taragi (seared scal- 
lops, crispy bulgur, roasted mushrooms 
and a duo of pepper puree) and the chicken 
and beef kebabs are popular lunch and din- 
ner options. The meat used for the kebabs 
is marinated in yogurt overnight. 

When Cece was a child, his family would 
cook their kebab on a very long skewer 
over a tandir, a fire pit dug into mud. 

“The juice dripping on the ashes was a 
mouthwatering sound,” Cece said. 

Customers are given Turkish Delight, a 
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Corks — one flight above the Tavern! 


sweet, square gummy eandy eoated with 
sugar, at the end of eaeh meal. Turk- 
ish eoffee, whieh Ceee eompared to an 
espresso, and tea are also served at the 
restaurant. Ceee said he will gladly give a 
eomplimentary sample to eustomers who 
are unfamiliar with Turkish tea. 

“We drink tea 24/7 in Turkey, even 
before bed,” Ceee said of the Turkish tea, 
a mild blaek tea he likened to Darjeeling. 
To prepare the traditional hot beverage, a 
metal kettle is filled with only tea leaves, 
no water, and plaeed atop an eleetrie 
water boiler. The boiling water below the 
kettle moistens the tea leaves, whieh are 
topped off with the hot water when served 
to guests. Ceee pours his tea into small 
glasses emblazoned with the “evil eye,” a 
symbol that the Turkish believes proteets 
them from evil. A blue evil eye also hangs 
on a wall in the bistro’s dining room. 

“In Turkey every house has one,” Ceee 
said. 

The bistro seats 40 guests, ineluding 
four seats at its small blue bar, whieh 
was built by a friend of Ceee’s; the frame 
of the bar was built by his neighbor and 
many of the fabries used at the restaurant 
were a gift from Ceee’s brother in Tur- 
key. The kitehen is tueked behind a sheer 
white eurtain near the bar, and a wood- 
en window next to it makes it easy for the 
kitehen staff to pass plates to servers and 
the bartender. 

“I put so mueh work into [renovating 
the restaurant] . . . when people see it now 
they are kind of surprised,” Ceee said. 

Ceee uses his sister’s reeipe for the 
menu’s Kirmizi Mereimek Corbasi (tradi- 
tional red lentil soup with mint oil) and 
his brother’s recipe for the Istridye Tave

(Turkish-style fried clams). 

“They got emotional when I told them,” 
Ceee said. “None of my family members 
have been [to the United States]. Hope- 
fully if my business is successful I will be 
able to afford to bring them here.”

Andy Thibodeau took on more than 
just the role of business owner when she 
opened a cupcake shop in Bedford. 

“I’m the new cool mom,” the mother 
of three said with a big smile.

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Bull Run, Thibodeau and Morgan have 
already made two trips to buy more tables 
to fill with eandy. 

The eupeakes, sold individually for 
$2.75 at the shop, sit behind a glass 
panel and atop glass eubes filled with foil- 
wrapped Hershey kisses. 

“We thought it would be more attraetive 
than a deli ease,” Thibodeau said of the 
deeadent display. 

Choeolate, vanilla, red velvet and peanut 
butter eup eupeakes will be available daily 
at the shop, with a large variety of oth- 
er flavors on a daily rotation (the weekly 
sehedule is posted on the shop’s Faeebook 
page). Choeolate and vanilla eake pops 
(round mini eupeakes on stieks) are sold 
for $1.50 eaeh and ean be pre-ordered in 
other flavors — “Those are obviously a 
eraze we did not know about,” Thibodeau 
said. 

Thibodeau and Morgan’s eupeake ere- 
ations inelude the Shirley Temple (a ginger 
ale-infused eupeake with eherry butter- 
eream). Bulldog (Redbull-infused white 
eupeake with eherry buttereream). Nerds 
(white eupeake baked with Nerds ean- 
dies with Kool-Aid-infused buttereream, 
topped with Nerds), Butterseoteh Caramel 
(vanilla butterseoteh eupeake topped with 
earamel buttereream sprinkled with salt) 
and Lemon Green Tea (lemon green tea 
eupeake with lemon buttereream).

The 
shop already has a regular eustomer who 
orders a half dozen eupeakes daily. 

“It will be slow here for 15 minutes, 
then there will be a rush,” Thibodeau said, 
adding that she will be in the kitehen and 
behind the eounter of the shop every week. 
“When people tell me I’m doing a great 
job, it’s worth the hours,” she said. 

Thibodeau said she is looking forward 
to being a part of the eommunity atmo- 
sphere in Bedford. 

“So this is the eupeake store,” said 
a eustomer as she walked in on a reeent 
afternoon. “Weleome to town.”

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Sauce is the key 

Valicenti Organico uses a lot of tomatoes

Dave Valicenti arrived in the Granite 
State with a plan to open a restaurant of 
his own, but the economy and a really sol- 
id tomato sauce recipe led him to a slightly 
different career. 

Valicenti put his restaurant plans on the 
back burner and took a chef position at 
Michael Timothy’s in Nashua, where he 
met pastry chef Michelle Splaine, who was 
also working at Surf. 

Valicenti began making tomato gravy in 
2008 (also known as red sauce) with the 
bumper crop of tomatoes grown on his 
property. He sold the sauce at a fair and it 
was popular. He and Splaine then invested 
in glass jars and began making more batch- 
es of the gravy but soon realized he would 
not be able to sell his product at farmers 
markets until he had a commercial kitch- 
en and the proper licensing; he had always 
thought he would use the money he earned 
at the markets to build a kitchen. 

When he was able to scrape togeth- 
er the necessary funds, he transformed an 
old apple barn on his family’s property in 
Hollis into a production facility complete 
with a commercial kitchen. He purchased 
a couple of pasta-making machines at an 
auction and Valicenti Organico was born. 

‘Tt took off like crazy,” Valicenti said of 
his pasta line. 

Valicenti and Splaine sold their sauce 
and pastas at three farmers markets a week 
in 2009. This year they participated in nine 
markets, weekly, in both Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire (you can find them at 
the Concord and Seacoast Eat Local win- 
ter farmers markets). 

While farmers markets are the core of 
their business, the pair also sell their prod- 
ucts wholesale and in bulk for restaurants, 
including PastAmore in Amherst. 

“We are looking at growing that part of 
the business,” Valicenti said, adding that 
he would also one day like to offer mail 
ordering options and eventually open a 
retail shop where Splaine ’s baking talent 
can shine. 

“If we just put our heads down and work 
as hard as we can, we can reach a better 
point,” Valicenti said. “That’s what keeps 
me going, anyway.” 

Valicenti and Splaine produce two sauc- 
es, tomato gravy (made with tomato and 
basil) and arugula pistachio pesto. The 
arugula used in the pesto is grown in a 
very old, yet vibrant, patch where Vali- 
centi ’s parents planted an arugula sprout 
in the mid-1970s. Two acres of tomatoes 
are grown on the property for the gravy. 
Most ingredients used in Valicenti Organi- 
co products are grown on the premises or 
locally sourced. 

“We use about 1,000 pounds of toma- 
toes for a batch and do that about 40 to 50 
times a season,” Valicenti said, adding that 
the duo record their tomato usage in a log 
book. They hope to upgrade to a larger ket- 
tle to increase production. 

The ripeness of the tomatoes and the

simplicity of the recipe have been keys 
to the gravy’s success, Valicenti said. The 
tomato gravy is canned in 32-ounce jars 
and is therefore shelf stable. Once open, 
the sauce will stay good for up to three 
weeks if refrigerated. It can be frozen for 
extended use. 

The sauce recipe is a blend of the way 
Valicenti learned to make it growing up 
and what he has learned along the way. 

“He is very particular,” Splaine said. 
“The garlic has to be cooked for 30 min- 
utes before it enters the tomato kettle.” 
An 80-gallon stainless steel tomato kettle 
sits in the barn’s kitchen and can fill 320 
jars of gravy. The kettle is run daily from 
August through October, as tomato season 
lasts until a few weeks after the first frost. 

“The garlic is the first step, so if it’s not 
right it screws the whole thing up,” Vali- 
centi said. 

Valicenti Organico makes and sells 
nearly 30 varieties of ravioli, including 
cheese, duck confit with ginger and shiita- 
ke, braised chestnut, roasted pumpkin and 
brie, caramelized butternut squash, brown 
butter roasted sweet potato, roasted beet 
with pecorino tuscano, herbed chevre with 
local honey, potato and leek and truffied 
wild mushroom. 

Specialty pastas are made in such fla- 
vors as lemon basil, tomato caper, orange 
and toasted fennel, carrot and dill and sri- 
racha. The specialty pastas have a shelf 
life of 15 days. All ravioli and pastas can 
be made gluten-free. For those who want 
to stay gluten-free, “We suggest people do 
special order [gluten-free] ravioli, but we 
do try to have at least cheese for sale [at 
farmers markets] and four varieties of glu- 
ten-free pasta,” Splaine said. 

Valicenti said his pasta offerings are a 
good halfway point to going out to a fine 
dining restaurant: “You can have fine din- 
ing at home,” he said.

Culinary adventure mag- 
azine Saveur presents a new 
eolleetion of reeipes, this one 
foeused on the home-eooking, 
like-mom-used-to-make dishes 
ealled eomfort food. 

Think grilled eheese, for 
example, the book’s first reeipe. Exeept, of eourse, beeause 
this is Saveur, the reeommended bread is sourdough and the 
reeommended eheese is Comte. And you get an explanation 
of why Comte makes sueh good grilled eheese and a few 
suggestions of other eheeses you eould use. And, beeause 
one man’s grilled eheese is another man’s guaeamole, reei- 
pes for golden potato latkes, spiey beef empanadas, hummus 
with tahini and other dishes show up — along with stories, 
history, teehnique tips and lovely hunger-indueing photos 
— in the “Snaeks, Starters and Salads” seetion. 

As with many of the reeipes in eaeh month’s Saveur, 
this dishes you find in this book may or may not be famil- 
iar to you (Chieken Fried Steak was a regular meal at my 
house when I was a kid, not so mueh Chieken Paprikash 
with Dumplings) but I wouldn’t try any of them as a sponta- 
neous weekday-night meal. These are dishes to be enjoyed 
first with the eyes, eonsidered earefully and then given time 
to work themselves out some lazy weekend. Take the Ital- 
ian-Style Meatballs With Tomato Ragu. Familiar-seeming, 
but four kinds of meat are involved and everything needs 
time to rest and drain. But eheek out the pieture on the fae- 
ing page and you’ll want to set aside some time to get the 
dish, with its rieotta-enriehed meatballs and rieh sauee, 
exaetly right. 

Foods from around the world (ineluding Ameriean eoun-

^ The word “casserole” does 
not light up the night with its 
sexiness, but find a great cas- 
V serole recipe and it can add 
'I a glow to your week. These 
. ^ colder days are a perfect time 
to discover some new casse- 
roles and The Casserole Queens Cookbook is a good 
place to start. The book offers its take on standards — 
eggplant parmesan, a baked ziti, tuna noodle casserole 
— but also branches out with dishes like coq an vin, 
pastitsio, osso bucco and bouillabaisse. The real gold 
mine in this book, however, may be chapters devot- 
ed to lighter dishes (a Mandarin Meatloaf, Black Bean 
Enchilada Casserole, Mediterranean Medley) and veg- 
etable-based dishes (a mac & cheese with broccoli and 
sun-dried tomatoes. Sweet Potato Casserole, Cauliflow- 
er Gratin), which make the idea of a hot dish seem more 
in tune with modem approaches to eating (though, even 
when meat isn’t around, cheese does make a fairly reg- 
ular appearance — though who is going to argue with 
cheese?). 

The book also serves as a reminder that casseroles 
need not be saved for immediate family only. Hosting a 
bmneh at some point this holiday? A chapter devoted to 
breakfast casseroles can allow you to cook and entertain 
(with Caramel Cinnamon Sweet Rolls, The Pile High 
Frittata or Sunday’s Best Crab and Cheese Quiche, who 
needs made-to-order eggs or waffles?). 

Throughout, the book offers cooking tips and ways 
to save time and highlights recipes that are vegetarian- 
friendly and freezer- friendly. — Amy Diaz

A lot of wine, a little cash 


While Thanks- 
giving is (sadly) 
behind us, we 
still have a few 
more pinots to 
talk about — sort 
of 

Our first 
pinot is a 2008 
Taz Pinot Noir 
Santa Barba- 
ra County bottle ($12.99). For eolor, this 
one was a bit darker than most — we were 
not able to see through it. For nose, we got 
sour burnt eherry and some earthy barnyard 
smells. But the taste was something else 
entirely. It was bright with fruit and spiee 
though still was on the dry side. Overall the 
wine was supple and had hints of tobaeeo, a 
real bargain for $12.99. 

Our seeond wine is a 2008 Chatreau de 
la Chiaze Brouilly ($16.99 on sale until 
Jan. 2 for $14.99). True, this Brouilly is not 
from the pinot noir grape, it’s a gamay, but 


the two grapes 
are similar and 
in some Brouil- 
ly s pinot grapes 
are used. That 
said, the wine is 
light red, almost 
pink (maybe a 
pastel rose eol- 
or) and for a nose 
we got some tan- 
nins, earth and sour eherry. For flavors we 
got rose hip, eherry, tobaeeo and earth all 
eombined in a very eomplex and enjoyable 
flavor. Though perhaps usually served with 
food, this wine works well on its own. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” two 
wine-lovers look at red and white wines, none 
over $20 (and most under $15), in an attempt to 
find some great bottles for good prices. All pric- 
es are according to the state liquor store (nh.

The artists who will appear at the Up 
from the Underground Art Experienee on 
Sunday, Dee.

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The Muppets (PG) 

Kermit, Miss Piggy, 
Fozzie Bear and friends 
reunite to save their old 
theater in The Muppets^ a 
charming reintroduction to 
the Muppet characters. 

Fuzzy puppet Walter (voiee of 
Peter Linz) and his human brother 
Gary (Jason Segel) have always 
been inseparable best friends. But 
being shorter and muppetier than 
his brother has always left Wal- 
ter feeling a little left out — that 
is until he diseovers The Muppet 
Show on TV. Walter beeomes a 
mega fan of Kermit, Fozzie, Gon- 
zo, ete., sensing in part that with 
them he might finally feel that 
he belongs. When Gary and his 
girlfriend Mary (Amy Adams) 
head to Los Angeles for a vaea- 
tion, Gary surprises Walter with 
a tieket to eome along so he ean 
eheek out the Muppet studios 
and the Muppet Theater from 
whenee their weekly vaudville- 
esque show used to broadeast. 
Mary isn’t exaetly delighted that 
it wouldn’t just be Gary and her 
on this romantie getaway, but she 
puts on a smile and forges ahead. 

When the trio gets to Muppet 
studios, Walter is disappointed 
to see how run-down everything 
is. But when he takes a quiek 
look in Kermit’s old offiee, he 
overhears new plans for the old 
theater. Statler (voiee of Steve 
Whitmore) and Waldorf (voiee of 
Dave Goelz), the baleony heek- 
lers from baek in the day, are 
working on a deal to sell the old 
theater to Tex Riehman (Chris 
Cooper). They think he’s going to 
build a museum in the spot. But 
after they leave, Tex explains to 
his two (Muppet) henehmen that 
aetually he’s going to level every- 
thing and dig for oil. 

Maniaeal laugh! 

Walter is horrified by these 
plans and is eonvineed that he has 
to do something. He deeides to 
seek out Kermit to find a solution 


to the problem — namely, that the 
land is Riehman’s if the Muppets 
ean’t eome up with $ 1 0 million. At 
first, Kermit (also Whitmore) isn’t 
sure that the old gang is willing 
to get baek together. But then he 
deeides to give it a shot, gathering 
Fozzie (voiee of Erie Jaeobson), 
who now performs with a tribute 
band ealled the Moopets; Rowlf 
(Bill Barretta); Gonzo (Goelz), a 
plumbing supply eompany own- 
er; Animal (Jaeobson), who is 
eurrently in anger management 
with Jaek Blaek, and all the oth- 
ers. Kermit even takes the gang 
to Paris to try to woo baek Miss 
Piggy (Jaeobson), who is eurrent- 
ly an editor at Vogue and who 
harbors feelings of romantie dis- 
appointment about the way things 
ended with Kermit. 

Of eourse, getting the play- 
ers baek is only half the job. 
The Muppets still have to repair 
the theater, find a TV that will 
air their telethon and wrangle a 
eelebrity guest host. Walter piteh- 
es in to help get the job done and, 
beeause it’s so important to him, 
Gary helps as well — meanwhile 
Mary wonders if there will ever 
be time for just the two of them. 

The interseetion of slapstiek, 
earnestness, showbiz humor and 
Broadway- style song-and-danee 
has always been where the Mup- 
pets live. In this movie, we see 
them — pretty mueh the same 
eharaeters they always were, with 
only slightly different voiees — 
return to that same spot as those 
original TV shows. I remember 
loving the show, and the sub- 
sequent movies, as a kid and I 
suspeet I’d aetually get even more 
out of them as an adult. I liked the 
eameos from well-known aetors 
and eomedians then (even when I 
didn’t understand who, say, Joan 
Rivers was in the eomedy uni- 
verse) and this movie uses today’s 
equivalents just as well — a sin- 
gle line during a late-in-the-film 
appearanee by Neil Patriek Har- 
ris is an example of the kind of 


quiek-hit humor the Muppets 
exeel at. It’s a short, elever joke 
that will give the grown-ups a 
ehuekle but won’t mess up the 
flow for the kids. Beeause for all 
its showbiz and pop eulture sav- 
vy, The Muppets doesn’t make 
referenees the eore of its humor. 
It works at providing multiple 
levels of funny — erazy-looking 
puppets who do waeky things (for 
the little kids) and tell some goofy 
jokes (for the older kids) with 
maybe some eonneetion to some- 
thing in the general pop eulture 
universe or a nod to a well-known 
performer (for the grown-ups). 
Doing all of this at onee — as the 
movie does here — is what keeps 
it from beeoming too sliek (ahem, 
Dreamworks animation) or too 
eutesy and little-kid-oriented. 

Even their songs do a surpris- 
ingly good job of bridging all 
ages and the movie does a good 
job of mixing elassies — we get 
a little “Rainbow Conneetion” 
— with peppy new songs. In par- 
tieular, Segel and Adams, though 
humans, are brought into the Mup- 
pet fold with these sweet, slightly 
silly songs — there are both niee 
visual jokes and moments of real 
emotion in a song where Walter 
and Gary eaeh wonder if they are 
a man or a Muppet. 

In the end, I was entertained by 
the movie but dazzled by the way 
that it all works. The Muppets 
stayed true to the eharaeters that 
people like me grew up with and 
managed to hit that same sweet 
spot of big-audienee entertain- 
ment (something that is quite rare 
in eurrent movies and TV — think 
some of the better Pixar movies). 
Whether you haven’t seen them 
for a while or have never really 
watehed Kermit, Gonzo and the 
gang do their stuff, it’s definite- 
ly time to meet the Muppets. B+ 

Rated PG for some mild rude 
humor Directed by James Bobin 
with a screenplay by Jason Segel 
and Nicholas Stoller (from charac- 
ters by Jim Henson), The Muppets 
is an hour and 38 minutes long 
and is distributed by Walt Disney 
Pictures. 

Hugo (PG) 

An orphan living in a 
Paris train station makes 
an amazing discovery 
about one of the station’s 
shopkeepers in Hugo^ 
a live-action adaption 
of the children’s book 
The Invention of Hugo 
Cabret directed by Martin 
Scorsese. 

Hugo Cabret (Asa Butterfield) 
lives in a Paris train station, at 


some point between the world 
wars. He keeps the eloeks run- 
ning, a job that is teehnieally 
one his Unele Claude (Ray Win- 
stone) is supposed to be doing. 
But Claude, the man who took 
Hugo in after his father died, has 
vanished. Hugo doesn’t seem to 
partieularly mind that or mind 
the work — his father (Jude Law) 
was a eloek repair man and a gen- 
erally handy guy with maehines. 
The work keeps Hugo out of the 
orphanage — that is if he ean hide 
his guardian-less state from the 
Station Inspeetor (Saeha Baron 
Cohen). And it gives him aeeess 
to tools and the many small gears 
he needs for the projeet he truly 
eares about: an automaton. His 
father found the small metal robot 
at the museum where he worked 
and the two had been trying to 
repair it when Hugo’s father died. 
Hugo brought the robot with him 
to the train station and now works 
on it in his off time. 

In addition to the station 
eloeks, another souree of gears 
is the station’s toy shop. Georg- 
es (Ben Kingsley), a grumpy old 
man, works at the shop, oeeasion- 
ally aeeompanied by his ward 
Isabelle (Chloe Graee Moretz), 
who is about Hugo’s age. One 
day, Georges eatehes Hugo eying 
a wind-up mouse and aeeuses him 
of trying to steal it. He takes a 
notebook from Hugo — one, we 
learn, full of drawings by Hugo’s 
father, who was attempting to fig- 
ure out how to fix the metal man 
— and says he will only give it 
baek after Hugo works for him for 
a while. Hugo agrees, surprising 
Georges with his fix-it abilities, 
learning a few magie trieks and 
striking up a friendship with 
Isabelle. 

For about the first 45 minutes, 
maybe even an hour, I kind of 
wondered why I was watehing 
this movie. The orphan, the toy 
shop owner, the eartoonish poliee 
man — it was all pretty but it all 
felt very generieally fairy tale-ish. 
The movie dropped hints about 
people but not quite enough to 
reel me in. The Station Inspeetor 
(Cohen is made to look impossibly 
tall and thin — like a toy solider 
himself) has an extreme-seeming 
hatred for orphans, a shy fondness 
for the florist (Emily Mortimer) 
and a leg in a braee from a war 
injury. Georges’ grumpiness has 
a mournful edge. Isabelle, for 
some reason, has the heart-shaped 
key that may help the automaton 
finally work. I felt like the movie 
was eonstantly shouting “This Is 
All MAGICAL” without ever giv- 
ing me a sense of magie. 

But then the movies start. 


No, not the movie. The mov- 
ies, as in the earliest films. Ones 
like A Trip to the Moon, the early 
20th-eentury film that now always 
makes me think of that Smash- 
ing Pumpkin song (if you are old 
enough to remember musie vid- 
eos, you’ll remember how mueh 
“Tonight, Tonight” owes to A 
Trip to the Moon). That movie, 
SPOILER ALERT, was made by a 
man named Georges Melies, who 
made many other fantasy-filled 
films using some of the earliest 
movie speeial effeets. 

And this is where things do 
start to feel magieal. Hugo reaeh- 
es baek to the turn of that eentury, 
to the magieal times before World 
War I when new teehnology 
didn’t yet have a malignant edge 
to it. The movie tells a lovely, 
romantie story of the birth of ein- 
ema, from the novelty that was a 
moving pieture of a train pulling 
into a station (whieh seared the 
bejesus out of an audienee as the 
train eame eloser to the front of 
the sereen) to fully-fledged story 
telling via film. 

And now I know why I’m 
watehing this movie. Martin 
Seorsese has been a long-time 
proponent of film preservation. I 
have a half-memory of eommer- 
eials he used to do on AMC about 
the early films melted down or 
seraped for their silver. The more 
I realized I wasn’t just watehing a 
really well made kids’ movie but 
rather a direetor’s passion proj- 
eet, the more I enjoyed Hugo. The 
movie worked on me sort of baek- 
ward. Hugo is the seenie route to 
telling the story about Georg- 
es and early film but it all fits 
together (like eloekwork) when 
you see it from the end. Hugo’s 
story does make the other stories 
go — even supporting eharae- 
ters, like the Station Inspeetor. 
Likewise, I was ultimately rather 
eharmed by all of the performane- 
es — ultimately, as in at the end. 
Everything that felt too mueh or 
too flimsy pulled together into a 
eoherent pieee that presented a 
unified vision (not unlike, say, a 
pieture drawn by a meehanieal 
robot). 

Hugo is really a delight, one 
that takes a while to east its spell 
but does indeed take you some- 
plaee magieal onee it does. B+ 

Rated PG for mild themat- 
ic material, some action/peril 
and smoking. Directed by Mar- 
tin Scorsese with a screenplay by 
John Logan (from a book by Bri- 
an Selznick, who, talk about early 
film, is a distant relation to David 
O. Selznick), Hugo is two hours 
and seven minutes long and is dis- 
tributed by Paramount Pictures.

Arthur Christmas (PG) 

Santa’s gawky Christmas- 
loving son gets a chance at the 
big sleigh in Arthur Christmas^ 
an animated movie from 
Aardman, the group best known 
for Wallace and Gromit and 
Chicken Run. 

Santa is not just one man — the man to 
wear the mantle of Santa Claus is the lat- 
est in a long line of intrepid toy-deliverers 
stretehing baek to Saint Niek. The eurrent 
Santa (voiee of Jim Broadbent), whose 
given name we learn is Maleolm, took 
over for his father, now ealled Grandsan- 
ta (Bill Nighy) baek in the 1940s. Santa’s 
sons — as well as Mrs. Santa (Imelda 
Stauton) — expeet the eurrent San- 
ta to retire any Christmas now. In faet, 
Steve (Hugh Laurie), Santa’s oldest son, 
expeets that this year is Santa’s last. Steve 
has worked long and hard on eomputer- 
izing the who naughty-niee-gift-giving 
proeess and on ereating the SI, a “sleigh” 
that is more like a spaee ship (eomplete 
with eloaking deviee) from whieh a strike 
team of elves ean deseend ready to gift an 
entire eity in minutes. Steve expeets that 
he will be the next Santa (and even, we 
later learn, has a natty Versaee Santa suit 
waiting in his eloset). 

Arthur (James MeAvoy), Santa’s 
younger son, does not have Santa ambi- 
tions but we suspeet that he would like 
to have more to do with the big night 
than watehing it on TV with Grandsan- 
ta. Arthur works in the mail department, 
reading letters and responding with genu- 
ine eare to eaeh ehild who asks for a gift 
or for information on the Santa delivery 
proeess. He is invested in eaeh ehild’s 
reeeiving his happy Christmas morn- 
ing and having his faith in the big guy 
renewed. Whieh is why Arthur is hor- 
rified when it’s diseovered that a ehild 
was missed. Seems a sparkly pink bike 
slipped past the system and the undeliv- 
ered gift isn’t diseovered until after Santa 
and Steve have already ealled it a finished 
Christmas. 

This simply won’t do as far as Arthur’s 
eoneerned. With Grandsanta’s help, he 
takes the vintage sleigh — powered the 
old-fashioned way, by reindeer and mag- 
ie dust — and heads off to deliver the 
present before sunrise. Quiekly he dis- 
eovers that Grandsanta and an aging 
reindeer aren’t his only eompanions — an 
elf known as Bryony (Ashley Jensen), an 
eager reeruit from the wrapping division. 


has eome along for the ride. Her plan is 
to make sure that no matter what prob- 
lems they eneounter, that bike is perfeetly 
wrapped when it gets to the little girl’s 
house. 

I had to go kind of a long way to like this 
movie. The Muppets kieked off their show 
with a Toy Story 3 short; Arthur Christmas 
got as its intro a thoroughly awful Jus- 
tin Bieber musie video. (Like a gray hair 
or a desire to go to bed early, an inability 
to listen to erappy pop must just be one of 
those things that happen after 30.) Then, the 
sound in the theater where I saw this mov- 
ie was wonky — baekground noises eame 
through just fine, dialogue you had to strain 
to hear. I was all ready to hate this movie. 
But I didn’t. It has a likeable British sensi- 
bility. Yes, Arthur starts out all skinny legs 
and slip-and-fall jokes, but he turns into a 
real person — he’s not just a buffoon with 
a heart but someone who feels pride in his 
work and proud of the Santa mission. Like- 
wise, Steve isn’t just a gung-ho villain who 
puts teehnology over Christmas spirit. We 
get to see that he wants to be the Santa not 
neeessarily for ambition’s sake but also to 
have the authority to go with all the respon- 
sibility he’s been saddled with. 

And on top of all these layered eharae- 
ter motivations we get a very British serewy 
devotion to duty. Bryony may not appreei- 
ate the sudden sleigh dive bombs but she 
never stops making sure that bike is perfeet- 
ly wrapped. And I like that the driving foree 
in the Arthur/Bryony partnership is not 
some goofy romanee or some plot to Save 
Christmas but a shared belief in the mission 
of No Child Left Ungifted. 

Just as there is a Muppets sense of humor 
there is an Aardman Animation sense of 
humor. It is, as I mentioned, British but 
also surprisingly, quietly mad-eap, in ways 
that add a kind of liveliness rather than just 
turning up the volume on zany, as some 
eartoons ean. Even though this is a mov- 
ie about elves and reindeer and Santas run 
amok, it aetually seems to beeome subtler 
and more dimensional as it goes on. 

It’s rare that a family holiday movie tran- 
seends its one season and ean be added to 
the eolleetion of holiday elassies worth 
rewatehing — solid ehildren’s fare that is 
worth viewing even after Deeember. Arthur 
Christmas may very well do both. B

Eileen Ivers exeels at eollaboration. 
Dubbed the “Jimi Hendrix of the violin” 
by her admirers, Ivers has worked with a 
diverse range of artists, from the Afro Celt 
Sound System to Turkish hand drummer 
Burhan Oeal. She marks eaeh projeet with 
a unique stamp. On Patti Smith’s “Gone 
Again” (1996), her edgy, insistent playing, 
fed through a wah-wah pedal and stitehed to 
the poetie bridge of the roiling elegy, helps 
propel the song. 

The embraee and thanks for her role in the 
ode to Smith’s late husband (Fred “Sonie” 
Smith) “was great,” Ivers said reeently from 
her home in New York. “But really being 
able to add something to a song that some- 
body wrote was ineredible ... I think that’s 
the stuff that keeps me going.” 

For Sting’s performanee of “Soul Cake” 
on Late Night with David Letterman, Ivers 
provided a key element to the arrangement. 
“As we were rehearsing, he eame over to 
me and asked if I eould play more — a part 
that was not on the reeording,” she reealls. 
“After the seeond go-round, he eame over 
and gave me a hug and said, ‘Thanks, that’s 
what it needed.’” 

Ivers’ own shows are also eollaborative 
affairs, doggers from the Cuniffe Aeademy 
of Irish Danee and a ehoir of New Hamp- 
shire’s finest young singers will be on hand 
for the kiekoff show of her annual Christmas 
tour at Saint Anselm College on Saturday, 
Dee. 3. “An Nollaig - An Irish Christmas” 
draws extensively from Ivers’ 2007 album 
of holiday tunes, with many new seleetions 
also on the program, ineluding “Soul Cake,” 
a traditional Halloween song that over the 
years has found its way into the Christmas 
season. 

“In a live show, you do want to ehange 
things up a little bit,” Ivers says. “A CD 
stands on its own [as] a eomplete thought 
and a presentation of musie that works as 
a whole. For a live eoneert, you want a bit 
more emotion, humor and interaetion.”

Dan Hicks began getting together with 
his pals from Commander Cody’s band 
and other Marin County musicians to play 
Christmas tunes in the late 1970s — jug 
band versions of old standards and holiday 
treatments of his own songs. But he didn’t 
think about going into the studio until the 
head of his record label suggested it — the 
same guy who’d convinced him to revive 
his most successful band, Dan Hicks and the 
Hot Licks. 

“He comes up with a few good ideas now 


Fruitcake,” a song Ivers describes as a bak- 
ing project gone horribly wrong. On trips 
to her ancestral home in Ireland, she often 
returns with luggage weighed down by her 
aunt’s fruitcakes, Guinness and Jameson 
whisky-soaked delicacies she describes with 
obvious delight. “But this woman didn’t 
have the same talents as my Aunt Mary,” 
Ivers says with a hearty laugh. 

Although Ivers plays the fiddle like an 
Irish master — she’s won nine All-Ireland 
fiddle championships and starred in the 
first touring company of Riverdance — she 
was bom and raised in New York City. Her 
instmment, however, was in her blood from 
an early age. 

“One of my earliest memories is being 3 
years old, playing air violin on a pink plas- 
tic guitar with a wooden spoon,” she says. “I 
guess there was just something about it, and 
I kept begging my mom to please rent me 
one. Of course she finally gave in. I never 
thought I would have a career in it, and the 
incredible blessing of doing something you 
love with life. But I’m glad it worked out.” 

That’s putting it mildly. Ivers’ cross-cul- 
tural approach has transformed the violin 
in much the way Ian Anderson redefined 
the flute, or Wynton Marsalis has given his 
tmmpet so many different voices. A good 
example is how she wraps Django Rein- 
hardt gypsy jazz styling around “Jesu, Joy 
of Man’s Desire,” a song with classical ori- 
gins, to produce something utterly unique 
and compelling. 

A sense of wonder, of the pure joy of cre- 
ation, is ever-present in Ivers’ music. 

“The ones that are the most interesting are 
the ones where you don’t know how they 
will turn out,” she says. “It shows you that 
music really is about listening and adding 
what you need. Sometimes it can be a min- 
imal amount of notes, but just the angst in 
that can make it work.” 

She brings the crowd into her spell for the 
devotional “Holly Tree,” a highlight of her 
performance. Tommy McDonnell, percus- 
sionist and vocalist for Ivers’ stellar band 
Immigrant Soul, leads a playfully com- 
petitive sing-along. “He kind of gets the

audience to sing louder and softer and chal- 
lenge each other side by side,” Ivers says. 
“It’s a fun little thing that happens in the first 
half of the song.” 

“Wren Day” recounts a tradition Ivers 
learned from her Irish-born father. On St. 
Stephen’s Day, Dec. 26, children rise at 
dawn and hunt for a wren, which they tie to a 
holly branch and carried through the village. 
They knock on each door and sing, “Give 
me a penny to bury the wren.” A dance is 
held at the end of the day, and the collected 
funds are donated to the needy. 

“They still do in Ireland, it’s this whole 
day of celebration,” Ivers says. “What’s 
really beautiful is the whole spirit of giving 
back.”

The Charlatans were a 
group known both for Old West style (eom- 
plete with working firearms) and a raucous 
sound. 

Eventually, Hicks lost interest. “The 
Charlatans were an example of the kind of 
loud thing where you guessed at the vocals 
and hoped that it was all working out,” he 
says. “I didn’t want to do that. I had anoth- 
er direction; besides that. I’m a jazz guy.” 

He was also influenced by Americana, 
groups like the Jim Kweskin Jug Band. In 
1964, he and a friend drove cross-country to 
attend the Newport Folk Festival in Rhode 
Island and explore the New York and Cam- 
bridge scenes. The pair tried to book shows 
along the way, and managed to get a gig 
their first night. 

“We thought, this will to be a push- 
over, we’re gonna do this across the United 
States,” Hicks recalls. “It wasn’t really that 
way. We did play in Houston and we tried to 
play on the street a few times ... we played 
in the basket houses in the Village.” 

Hicks didn’t form the Hot Ticks as much 
as they grew around him. 

“The sound evolved from me just play- 
ing guitar, going into places and singing by 
myself,” he says. “I added to that — bass, 
violin, some girls, another guitar ... it was 
always still acoustic, the whole idea was to 
be like a folk band, a string band, jazzy. I 
liked the softer approach [and] hearing the 
vocals.” 

Before long, Hicks’ quirky combo was 
sharing the stage with Janis Joplin, Ten 
Years After, the Kinks and other icons of 
the era. 

“I sort of fell in with gigs at the Fill- 
more, Avalon, and Winterland,” he says. 
“I didn’t really consider myself one of the 
rock bands on the scene; it was more of a 
cabaret thing.” 

But people noticed anyway — in 1973, 
Annie Feibovitz photographed him for the 
cover of Rolling Stone magazine. “It was as 
if I was one of those guys,” he says. “I got 
some record sales — kind of like the acous- 
tic child of the rock scene.” 

Around that time, Hicks disbanded the 
Hot Ticks. 

“I got tired of being a bandleader. There 
were kind of personality problems,” he 
says. “It wasn’t fun anymore and I always 
figured, well, I got these songs and this 
ability. I can do something else if I want.”

Soon, Hicks was appearing with a trio. 
But apart from recording the soundtrack for 
an unreleased animated film. It Happened 
One Bite (1978), he didn’t go into the stu- 
dio again until 2000, with Surfdog Records’ 
CEO Dave Kaplan’s admonition, “the Hot 
Ticks is a magical name and you ought to 
use it,” ringing in his head. 

Beatin' the Heat was a star-studded 
comeback, featuring guest appearances 
from Elvis Costello, Tom Waits, Rickie Fee 
Jones, Bette Midler and Brian Setzer. Since 
then, the reconstituted Dan Hicks and the 
Hot Ticks have released a live album, 
an all-star DVD and three studio records 
including Crazy for Christmas. 

“I’m glad, because I was always associat- 
ed with that name anyway,” he says, “and I 
like the sound that’s being made.” 

As Hicks utters the word “sound” he 
draws it out, lingering the way one savors a 
particularly good sip of wine. 

“It’s a good act,” he says finally.

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Dark Star still shines bright 

Grateful Dead tribute band marks 2,000th show

The Dark Star Orchestra performed its 
2,000th Grateful Dead tribute concert on 
Nov. 19 after less than 15 years of perform- 
ing together. While the milestone may mean 
that the band members are not home as often 
as they would like to be, they are only 500 shy 
from reaching the 2,500 show mark reached 
by the Dead during their 30-year, genera- 
tion-spanning career. Dark Star Orchestra 
drummer Rob Koritz spoke to the Hippo the 
day before the band’s 2,000th show. They will 
play Concord on Monday, Dec. 5. 

You are about to perform your 2,000th 
show. Did you ever think [DSO] would be 
performing together for this long? 

God, no. That was never even a thought 
when we started. Originally, when we started 
playing for fiin — every Tuesday in Chica- 
go — we had no idea where we were going to 
go. ... We don’t have plans for what’s going to 
happen next but we made it to 2,000 and we 
have no plans on stopping. 

Whafs it like knowing you may reach 
2,500 shows before the Dead did? You have 
already almost reached their record in much 
less time. 

It just means we’re never home [laughs]. 
We got to this number a lot quicker than they 
did. Part of it is because we love to play and 
part of it is we don’t make nearly as much 
money as they did. We work to make a liv- 
ing and it means not being home very much. 

What kind of impact did the Grateful 
Dead have on you as an artist? 

That’s a huge question. I got into them 
when I was in high school and I was already a 
musician, a drummer. I really hadn’t got into 
jazz yet and the Grateful Dead gave me my 
first view of improvisation. They taught me 
what improvisation was and taught me the 
impact is had back then. They taught me that 
a song could go anywhere, take any direction. 
That on any given night you could play the 
same song and it could be totally different. 


What kind of impact do you think the 
Dead has had on music today? 

The same thing. The whole reason there is 
a ‘jam band’ scene is because of the Grateful 
Dead. They influenced so many musicians to 
go out and play improvisational rock music. 
It has become its own genre, thanks to them. 

What are some of your favorite [Grateful 
Dead] songs to perform? 

My absolutely favorite song to perform is 
called ‘The Music Never Stops.’ I like the 
music because it takes some different turns. 
The song plays in a couple of different time 
signatures, there are a couple of good spots 
for open improvisation and the lyrics to it are 
some of my favorite lyrics. Every time this 
line comes up, I smile: ‘People join in hand 
and hand, while the music plays the band.’ 
That pretty much sums up what’s going on on 
stage. 

How do you select which Dead set list you 
will take on? 

We have one guy that does it. It would be 
impossible if we all tried to put in our two 
cents. We would probably never agree on 
which show to play that night. There are a 
couple of criteria [used in the decision mak- 
ing process] — how big the stage is, how 
much equipment we can fit on the stage. The 
second thing is, what did we play last time 
we were there? If we did a 1970s show, we 
might do one from the 1980s this time to give 
them a different flavor of the Grateful Dead. 
We try not to repeat songs we did the night 
before. Last night in Boston we played a song 
that was originally played in Boston in 1976. 
We match up things up sometimes like that . . . 
a lot goes into deciding which shows we’re 
going to do. It’s a hard job putting together 
the tour. 

Do you ever get bored of playing the same 
songs? How do you keep it new and fresh? 

They’re different every night. We don’t get 
sick of them just because they’re never going 
to be the same night to night — part of that 
is because of improvisation. Every time we 
improvise the songs are different. We can take 
a song and play it all through the years in the

Style it was played in 1960, 1970, 1980, 1990 
and it might be different. It keeps itself fresh. 

What was it like to have five original mem- 
bers of the Grateful Dead perform with Dark 
Star Orchestra? 

It was pretty eool. The faet that they think 
that we’re worthy of playing with, I think that 
just speaks volumes of what we’re doing. 
They’ve been nothing but eool with us for the 
last few years. It is a pretty surreal experienee 
to be on stage with them. 

What are the plans for future of DSO?

Is there anything else you want our read- 
ers to know about your band? 

I always answer the same thing when peo- 
ple ask me that: A lot of people hear eover 
bands and tribute bands and are skeptieal. 

If you’ve never seen us 
before but are a fan of the Dead, go give it a 
try. I think you will be pleasantly surprised.

Now That's Enterprising 

Enterprising reporters get stories by earn- 
ing the trust of their sourees, whieh Simon 
Eroro of the Post-Courier (Port Moresby, Pap- 
ua New Guinea) obviously did. At a banquet 
in November, the News Limited (Rupert Mur- 
doeh’s empire) awarded Eroro its “Seoop of 
the Year” honor for reporting on militant trib- 
al fighters of the Free West Papua movement 
— a seoop he had to earn by agreeing to under- 
go a ritual eireumeision, with bamboo stieks, 
to prove his sineerity. (Some of the rebels still 
wear penis gourds whose size varies with the 
status of the wearer.) 

The Litigious Society 

• An Illinois appeals eourt finally threw out 
a lawsuit in August, but not before the two- 
year-long battle had ereated a foot-high pile of 
legal filings on whether two “ehildren” (now 
ages 23 and 20) eould sue their mother for bad 
parenting while they were growing up. Among 
the elaims were mom’s failure to send birth- 
day eards or “eare” paekages during the kids’ 
eollege years and ealling her daughter at mid- 
night to ask that she return home from a party 
(and onee failing to take the girl to a ear show). 

• Todd Remis, an unemployed stoek-market 
researeh analyst, filed a lawsuit in 2009 against 
the photographer of his 2003 wedding, eiting 
breaeh of eontraet beeause the 400 shots taken 
during the eeremony failed to eover several key 
moments, sueh as the “last danee.” A Novem- 
ber 2011 New York Times report pointed out 
that Remis is demanding not just the return 
of his $4,100, but for the photographer to pay 
for re-ereating the missing seenes by eovering 
travel expenses for all 40 guests to reeonvene. 
(Remis and his wife have divoreed; she has 
returned to her native Latvia, and Remis does 
not even know how to eontaet her.) 

• Consumer Rights: (1) Jonathan Rothstein 
of Eneino, Calif, filed a lawsuit in September 
against Proeter & Gamble for selling its Crest 
toothpaste in “Neat Squeeze” paekages, whieh 
Rothstein said make it impossible to aeeess the 
last 20 pereent of the eontents, thus foreing eon- 
sumers to buy more toothpaste prematurely. (He 
wants Proeter & Gamble to return 90 eents to 
everyone who bought Neat Squeeze paekages.) 
(2) Sarah Deming of Keego Harbor, Mieh., filed 
a lawsuit in September against the distributor 
of the movie “Drive” (starring Ryan Gosling) 
beeause its trailers promised fast-driving seenes 
(like those in the “Fast and Furious” series), but 
delivered mostly just drama. 

Fine Points of the Law 

(1) A reeent vieious, unprovoked attaek in 
Toronto by Sammy the eat on Molly the blaek 
Labrador (bloodying Molly’s ear, paws and eye) 
left Molly’s owner without reeourse to Ontar- 
io’s or Toronto’s “dangerous pef’ laws. The 
owner told the Toronto Star in November that, 
apparently, only dangerous dogs are eovered. 
(2) Maya the eat was eentral to a reeent eon- 
tentious British immigration ease when a judge 
seemed to favor residenee for a Bolivian nation- 
al beeause of Maya. The judge had eoneluded 
that the Bolivian man and his British partner 
had established a elose-knit “family” relation- 
ship beeause of the need to eare for Maya. 

Ironies 

• Unelear on the Coneept: (1) Lieensed Tex- 
as physieian Akili Graham, 34, who gives paid

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motivational speeehes on healthy living (“How 
to Deal With Stress”), was arrested in Oetober 
in Houston and aeeused as the front man for 
four “pain elinies” that allegedly dispense pre- 
seription drugs illegally. (2) A ehief ehild-abuse 
investigator for the Catholie Chureh in Britain, 
Christopher Jarvis, 49, was senteneed in Oeto- 
ber following his guilty plea to possession of 
over 4,000 ehild-sex images on his eomputer. 
Jarvis had been hired in 2002 to proteet against 
pedophiles’ aeeess to ehureh groups. 

• Why People Love Washington: U.S. Rep. 
Tom Graves of Georgia told the Atlanta Jour- 
nal-Constitution in August that he and a partner 
had “settled” the lawsuit brought by the Bar- 
tow County Bank for failing to repay a $2.2 
million loan they had taken out in 2007. Graves 
has been a stauneh advoeate for governmen- 
tal fiseal austerity and voted against raising 
the federal debt-eeiling in August. Howev- 
er, he had balked at repaying the $2.2 million 
(though he had signed a personal guarantee) 
beeause, he said, the bank should have known 
when it made the loan that Graves would be 
unable to pay it baek. 

• Violinist Martin Stoner, 60, who lost his job 
after 25 years and who is suing the New York 
City Ballet for age diserimination, petitioned 
federal judge Robert Patterson to disqualify 
himself from the ease beeause he is too old (88) 
and, aeeording to Stoner, has vision and hear- 
ing problems. 

Compelling Explanations 

(1) Management eonsultant Graham Gib- 
bons, 42, was on trial in Cardiff, Wales, at press 
time, eharged with making a elandestine video of 
himself and his then-girlfiiend in bed. Gibbons 
denied being a pervert, insisting that he made the 
video to analyze, for “eflSeieney,” the “time and 
motion” of his “performanee,” as he might do for 
eorporate elients. (Despite his alleged improved 
lovemaking, the girlfriend broke up with him.) 
(2) West Virginia roadkill-eooking aetivist David 
Cain told Bloomberg News in Oetober that he 
generally supported Volvo’s new driver-safe- 


ty teehnology that warns of objeets ahead in the 
road. Cain pointed out that it was just a warn- 
ing, that the driver “eould still ehoose to run over 
something that’s good for eating.” 

People With Issues 

In November, Tommy Joe Kelly, unsueeess- 
fully aeting as his own lawyer, was eonvieted 
of slashing a stranger’s tire by an Austin, Tex- 
as, jury, despite his explanation. “OK, I’m 
going to tell you the truth on this one,” he said 
from the witness stand. “It doesn’t sound right, 
but it is. I ... had hemorrhoids at that time, super 
duper bad.” (There have been 391 tire slash- 
ings in Kelly’s neighborhood over the last four 
years, but he was eharged with only one eount, 
and senteneed to 10 years in jail.) 

Least Competent Criminals 

Robbers Easily Subdued: (1) Dale Foughty, 
56, was eharged with robbing a eonvenienee 
store in Jaeksonville, N.C., in Oetober, despite 
attempting to intimidate the elerk by dress- 
ing as Spiderman. However, the elerk poked 
Foughty in the stomaeh with a broom, sending 
him away empty-handed. (2) Cody Smith, 18, 
was eharged with snatehing a woman’s purse 
in Johnson City, Tenn., in November. The 
vietim ehased Smith into nearby shrubbery, 
entangling him long enough for her to reeover 
the purse. (3) Two men, attempting a robbery 
of the Aee Smoke Shop in Altadena, Calif, in 
July, fled after grabbing only part of the store’s 
eash. They were frightened off by the manag- 
er’s barking Chihuahua.
